'XINHUA' INTERVIEWS ISLAMIC OFFICIAL ON AFGHANISTAN

[Text] Peshawar, Pakistan, February 26 (XINHUA)--The convenor of the 
Islamic Alliance for Liberation of Afghanistan, Professor Burhanuddin 
Rabbani, told XINHUA in an interview here today that "The Afghans are 
determined to carry on their struggle in various forms--be it strikes, 
demonstrations or armed struggle--until the expulsion of all Russian troops 
and the collapse of the puppet regime." 


Referring to the recent popular demonstration in Kabul, Professor Rabbani 
said, "If the Soviet Union thinks it can curb the Mujahedins' (Holy War 
fighters) activities by imposing marshal law in Kabul, it is again mistaken. 
Such action will have a reverse result and will intensify the struggle 
instead of decreasing it." 


Professor Rabbani condemned the Kremlin authorities and their agents for 
slandering the Kabul demonstration. He said, "It is designed to defame the 
heroic and just struggle of the Afghan people and to cover up the Russians’ 
inhuman crimes and barbaric actions." 


Professor Rabbani stressed, “We are sure weapons alone is not the decisive 
matter in war, the morale of the fighting people is an important factor as 
well. At the present time, the morale of our Mujahedins is excellent whereas 
that of the Russian soldiers is very low." 


Rabbani said the Afghan nation is naturally a freedom-lover, who does not accept 
domination by any outsiders, and history has proved this. "We will obtain our 
independence at any price we have to pay." He said the new tsars of Russia 

are a group of ruthless murderers who deny the Afghan people of their right 

to existence if they get control over them, he added. 


Professor Rabbani noted that since their barbaric invasion of Afghanistan, the 
Russians have suffered heavy casualties which they could not imagine. 


"We are sure that the Afghan nation with its heroic resistance will frustrate 
the Russian plots and restore peace and security of the region,'' Professor 
Rabbani said.

JOURNAL PREDICTS TRENDS OF DEVELOPMENT IN COMING DECADE

[Text] The 1970's are over and the 1980's have arrived. What were the 
prominent changes in the international situation during the past decade? 
What will be the noteworthy trends of development in the coming decade? 
Will World War III break out in the 1980's? These ire questions of univer- 
sal concern. The following are my superficial views on these issues: 


Three Prominent Changes in the International Situation During the 1970's 


/First, there was a turn in the balance of world forces./ Having gone through 
the most serious economic crisis in the capitalist world since World War II, 
the Western countries found that both their strength and position were 
greatly weakened. They yearned for and looked back nostalgically on the 
golden age marked by high economic growth. The United States emerged from 
the 1973-75 economic crisis and the Indochinese war greatly weakened in 
strength. One-time superbos~ of the world realized that the good old days 
were gone. During the 1970's, the Soviet Union had a lower economic growth 
rate than in the previous two decades. Despite this, its real economic 
strength steadily grew. Over the past 15 years, the GNP of the Soviet Union 
has risen from one-third to two-thirds that of the United States. Thus, 

the economic gap between the Soviet Union and the United States was greatly 
narrowed. The Soviet Union was in fact leading the United States in the 
production of steel, coal, petroleum and other major industrial products. 
Meanwhile, the Soviet Union had drastically expanded its military strength. 
It had caught up with, and, in some respects, even surpassed the United 
States in conventional and nuclear weapons. In the West, the balance of 
forces between the United States on the one hand and West Europe and Japan 
on the other also changed. Japan and the West European countries had developed 
into economic powers, with a marked growth in their economic strength. The 
GNP of West Europe was more or less the same as that of the United States-- 
approaching $2 trillion; Japan's GNP amounted to half that of the United 
States. The position and role of both West Europe and Japan were markedly 
enhanced in the international arena. The Third World also swiftly expanded 
its strength. The overwhelming majority of Third World countries had shaken 
off the yoke of colonialism and won their political independence. They had 








also achieved remarkable success in the struggle in the economic field and 
played an increasingly more important role in international affairs. 


/Second, with the Soviet Union stepping up its global strategy and the 

United States forced to assume the defensive, the contradictions became 

more and more acute./ Although there was constant tension between the 

United States and the Soviet Union in the early 1970's, both countries sought 
“detente” and "peace for one generation of people’ and attempted to dominate 
the world together in those days. Following the deepening of the economic 
crisis in the United States and the contraction of the U.S. global strategy, 
the Soviet Union embarked on a global offensive, On the one hand, it 
increased its military strength in Europe--the focal point of contention-- 
stepped up the deployment of SS-20 mobile missiles and backfire bombers, 
steadily exerted military pressure on the European countries and carried 

out military blackmail. On the other hand, it carried out expansion in the 
vast Asian and African regions. It repeatedly sent mercenary troops to Africa 
by aid and by sea and made them carry out expansionist activities there. 

In the Middle East, it incessantly carried out subversion and assassination 
ind plotted coups through proxies and installed new regimes which took orders 
from Moscow. In Asia, the Soviet Union carried out aggression and expansicn 
with even greater momentum. It went all out to abet and support Vietnam in 
its drive to invade Kampuchea and control Laos and consequently point the 
spearhead at Southeast Asia. These aggressive moves of the Soviet Union 
forced the United States to rearrange its strategic deployment. To cope with 
the Soviet military challenge, the United States decided to strengthen its 
military muscle, deploy new nuclear weapons in West Europe, organize a 

"rapid deployment force” of 100,000 men to deal with the contingency in the 
Middle East and resume its former military commitments in Asia. 


/‘Third, as the struggle against Soviet hegemonism developed on an unprecedented 
scale, the Soviet hegemonists became more and more isolated./ Soviet 
aggression and expansion in Asia and Africa aroused the strong opposition of 
the countries and people in these regions and greatly enhanced the under- 
standing of the people of various countries in the world about what Soviet 
hegemonism is like. There was a marked growth in the trend of strengthening 
unity and making a joint effort to fight hegemonism among forces opposed to 
Soviet aggression and expansion. Countries like Egypt, Sudan and Somalia 
which had suffered Soviet misdeeds resolutely wages struggles against the 
Soviet Union. Countries which were invaded or menaced by the big and small 
hegemonists also further cemented unity to defend their independence and 
security. There was an obvious growth in the trend of unity against 
hegemonism in the second world, and the third world started to cooperate 
with the second world under given conditions in the struggle to fight 
hegemonism. The United States--the chief rival of Soviet hegemonism--also 
began to enlist the support of all forces and tried to solidify its position 
vis-a-vis the Soviet Union by improving relations and strengthening coopera- 
tion with countries which were seriously imperiled by the Soviet hegemonists. 
fhe Vhird World countries greatly enhanced their international standing in 
the struggle against Soviet hegemonism and became a decisive force in the 
world arena. 








{[HKO41155} The Trend of Development in the 1980's 


/First, the balance of forces in the world will continue to change, but big 
changes similar to those of the 1970's are unlikely to occur./ Both the 
West and the Soviet bloc countries will encounter grave economic difficulties 
and slow down their pace of development in the 1980's. The West will be hit 
more heavily by "stagnation and inflation." Unemployment will grow and the 
energy crisis will produce a greater impact on the Western economy than in 
the past. Barring the drastic deterioration of the energy crisis and the 
emergence of a grave monetary crisis, it is not very likely that a major 
crisis similar to the one which occurred in the 1930's will erupt in the 
coming decade. The Western economy as a whole will grow to some extent. 
West Europe and J>pan will probably forge ahead more rapidly than the 
United States, and Japan's economic growth rate will probably outstrip that 
of West Europe. The weight of the United States in the Western economy 
will further decline. As for the Soviet Union, its economic growth rate 
will also further decline due to a lack of manpower, the difficulties 
encountered in the tapping of natural resources, unstable agricultural pro- 
duction and serious disproportions. However, it is generally reckoned that 
its pace of development will be a little faster than that of the United 
States, that the gap between the Soviet anu U.S. economies will further 
narrow although it will remain fairly big, and that the United States will 
still hold the upper hand in the level of science and technology and labor 
productivity. However, some Western scholars reckon that the Soviet Union, 
with its serious economic difficulties, is unlikely to attain an economic 
growth rate of more than 2.5 percent or even more than 1 percent in the 
1980's. If this reckoning is in keeping with the actual situation, then the 
economic gap between the Soviet Union and the United States will be widened 
rather than narrowed in the 1980's. 


/Second, since the Soviet Union will hasten its foreign expansion, the 
struggle against hegemonism will go on./ With the Soviet Union relying on 
its growing military superiority to push its offensive global strategy, the 
situation in which the Soviets are taking the offensive and the Americans 
are acting on the defensive will become more pronounced. In Europe, the 
Soviet Union will do everything possible to maintain and strengthen its 
superiority, especially its nuclear superiority. In East Asia, it will 
continue to menace China and Japan with military moves. On the East and 
West fronts where troops of the two sides stand facing each other, the 
Soviets will find it hard to make a move for the time being because the 
opponent is stronger. Barring any mishaps, the situation will probably 
grow into a stalemate. The southern front which stretches from the 
Mediterranean Sea to the Indian Ocean is probably where the Soviet Union 
will truly make its thrust. In this vast region which includes a great 
number of countries, strength is dispersed and the situation is complicated 
and turbulent, thus giving the Soviet Union more opportunities to make 
trouble. Western countries call this region their "weak belly." Their 
strength in this region is relatively weak, but the strategic resources and 
strategic passages in this part of the world are vital to their existence. 
To the Soviet Union, the seizure of this region is an important step toward 
outflanking the East and West fronts, especially Europe. One of the 








objectives of the Soviet Union in making vigorous efforts to maintain military 
pressure on the East and West fronts is to attract its opponents to these 

two fronts and keep them there so that they cannot make an effective res; 

when it thrusts southward. The recent massive invasion of Afghanistan re- 
vealed the strategic intention of the Soviet Union to make a southward thrust. 


The Soviet Union is mortally afraid of the union of various forces of opposi- 
tion to Soviet hegemonism which began to emerge in the 1970's and will do 
everything in its power to destroy and disintegrate this union. While exert- 
ing military pressure on West Europe and Japan, it will prominently resort 

to the soft tactics of inducement. It will continue to play new tricks on the 
question of “detente” and "disarmament" and tr »t out new bait on the issue 

of "strengthening economic cooperation." On the West front, it will attempt 
to disintegrate the U.S.-European military alliance and "Finlandize" West 
Europe. On the East front, it will try its utmost to undermine the relations 
between China, the United States and Japan and make Japan a "neutral state." 
While carrying out aggression and expansion against the Third World, the 
Soviet Union will continue to deceive and lure some countries into the path 
of its struggle for hegemony by flaunting the banners of "socialism" and 
“support for national liberation movements." Among the various forces of 
opposition to Soviet hegemonism, there are still factors which the Soviet 
Union can take advantage of, with their attitude being likely to change 

with the situation. However, under the common threat of Soviet hegemonism, 
the struggle against Soviet hegemonism is bound to deepen in the 1980's. 


(HKO041200| /Third, among the many challenges which the United States will 
face in the 1980's, the Soviet threat is the biggest./ The United States 
is not reconciled to its decline and hates to see the Soviet Union seize 
its occupied territory one by one by piecemeal encroachment or wholesale 
annexation. The United States still wants to accomplish something and 
intends to strengthen its military muscle to reverse the unfavorable situa- 
tion. Presicent Carter recently said: "The Soviets are constantly engaged 
in arms expansion and tend to rely more and more on their military strength 
to seek gains in the midst of turmoil. This makes it necessary for the 
United States to make a cool, well-pondered and sustained response." 
President Carter announced that in the next 5 years, that is, in the first 
half of the 1980's, the United States will increase its real military 
spending at an average rate of over 4.5 percent. If this program is 
approved by congress, the U.S. defense budget for 1983-84 will amount to 
over $200 billion. This is a major measure taken by the United States to 
reinforce its armament against the Soviet Union. Meanwhile, NATO also 
decided to deploy modern intermediate range missiles in West Europe. 
Although this is not yet an actuality and cannot be realized without going 
through a repeated struggle, it is still an important step taken by the 
United States and West Europe to jointly strengthen defense and deal with 
the Soviet Union. 


.t this point, it is very hard to tell wiether the United States can turn 

its relative military inferiority in comparison with the Soviet Union into 
one of relative superiority in the 1980's. The TASS boss recently declared 
that "It is an unattainable goal" for the North Atlantic bloc countries to 
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establish military superiority in the 1980's, indicating that the Soviet 
Union will do everything possible to maintain its lead. The arms race 
between the United States and the Soviet Union will become more acute. 
Although the United States is no longer what it «as, it is economically still 
the most powerful country in the present-day world and is technologically 
well ahead of the Soviet Union. The Soviets can never be sure that they 

can outstrip the Americans in a real arms race. The question is, can the 
Americans iron out the difference of opinion inside the ruling circle and 
truly resolve to pay attention to military confrontation? 


/Fourth, economic difficulties and political upheaval will be aggravated in 
some Third World countries within a given period of time./ The Third World 
countries will probably encounter great economic difficulties. The petroleum 
exporting countries may be earning more, but the existing problems of their 
internal economic structure will affect their economic development. On top 
of this, they will suffer from the pressure of Western protectionism and 

find their going tougher than before. The difficulties confronting the other 
raw material exporting countries will be even more serious. 


There are not many Third Worlc countries which still have not yet won their 
independence, and there is still a fairly arduous political struggle ahead 
of them. In the 1980's, some headway will be made by the three southern 
African regions in their struggle to win national independence and free 
themselves from racism and in the Palestinian people's struggle to build 
their own country. However, they still have a tough way to go before they 
can settle their problems once and for all. Those countries which have 
already won their political indep-ndence are also faced with all kinds of 
problems to a greater or lesser extent: some find their struggle to extricate 
themselves from the position of being exploited and plundered and establish 
a new international economic order still very arduous. Problems between 
countries which were left over by history, especially territorial disputes, 
will give rise to local conflicts at any time. In many countries, the 
intensification of contradiccions between classes, nationalities, tribes 
and religious factions will constantly breed revolutions, coups and 
disturbances. All this will give the Soviet expansionists opportunities to 
exploit. The Soviet Union will conduct infiltration and subversion through 
its proxies and will send mercenaries or even its own troops to carry out 
military adventures. The Third World countries will probably encounter 
difficulties of one kind of another on their road of struggle. A certain 
country or region may even suffer a temporary setback. However, the 


national democratic movements of the Third World countries against imperialism, 


colonialism and hegemonism will continue to make progress; the Third World 
countries’ struggle to win complete independence and thorough emancipation 
and the trend of unity against hegemonism will further develop; and the 
Third World countries will be accorded a higher standing and play a more 
important role in international struggles. 


[HKO41205] The Danger of War in the 1980's 
People the world over are feeling more and more concerned and uneasy about 


the mounting momentum of the Soviet military buildup and expansion and the 
growing danger of war. /At present, the world public views the question of 
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whether war will break out in the 1980's in two angles./ The first view holds 
that the 1980's will be "the most dangerous period since World War II." 

After gaining "complete military superiority," the Soviet Union will not balk 
at provoking a world war to seize this favorable opportunity to embark on new 
adventures. Another view holds that the military strength of the United States 
and the Soviet Union are basically well-matched. Both have a second nuclear 
strike force and neither can destroy the other. As far as its strategic 
deployment is concerned, the Soviet Union still has many weaknesses. There 
will not be an fundamental change in this state of affairs in the 1980's. 
Moreover, the Soviet Unica may be unwilling to take the risk of provoking 

a war in view of its serious economic difficulties at home. Which of these 


two views is right remains to be seen and has to be tested by time and 
practice. 


Like most people, I tena to think that the international situation in the 
1980's will be more tur »ulent and tense than in the last decade. Struggles 
will become more and «re complicated. The factors for war will distinctly 
grow. Local wars wili “tinuously break out and even extend in scope. 
Whether or not a world war will break out in the 1980's depends on many 
factors, not simply on the balance of forces. The military strength of 
Germany was much weaker than that of Britain and France when Hitler started 
World War Il. However, the fact chat Germany was weaker did not postpone 
the outbreak of war. On the contrary, war finally broke out because the 
British and French governments at that time adopted a policy of compromise 
and concessions toward Hitler's aggression and expansion. The present 
situation is that the factors for and against war are both growing. Whether 
a world war will break out in the 1980's depends on the growth and decline 
of the tactors for and against war. There are two possibilities. If all 
countries which are invaded and menaced by Soviet hegemonism would strengthen 
their unity, work in concert, cooperate with each other, let the people know 
about the danger of war as it is, heighten vigilance, be prepared to hit back 
at the aggressors, incessantly disrupt and destroy the strategic deployments 
and war plans of the Soviet Union, oppose the policy of appeasement toward 
the aggressors and wage a tit-for-tat struggle against Soviet aggression, 
then it would be entirely possibie to postpone the outbreak of war. On the 
contrary, if we do nothing about Soviet aggression and expansion except 
tolerate and make concessions and let the Soviet aggressors run wild with 
their insatiable greed, we will hasten the outbreak of war and the tragedy 
of World War II will repeat itself.

POLITICAL WORK SAID NECESSARY TO SUPPORT POLICY CHANGES

[Text] The Third Plenary Session of the llth Chinese Communist Party Central 
Committee set a political line that shifted the focus of the whole party's 
work to socialist modernization, and to implement this line, defined a 
general policy, and a system of appropriate specific policies, to "liberate 
thinking, start the machine, seek truth from facts, and look to the future 

in unity." The Second Session of the Fifth National People's Congress also 
proposed policies and tasks in the political, economic, foreign affairs, 

and other fronts after the focus of the nation's work was shifted. This is a 
great historical transformation. During the period of this transformation, 
how should political work be advanced to meet the requirements of the new 
situation and guarantee the four modernizations? This is a problem that 
requires further study and a solution from us. 


Implementation of the four modernizations is a great revolution that will 
basically transform our economy and backward technological situation. It 
can not only effect great changes in all the various aspects of the economy, 
it can also bring about deep changes in the political and ideological areas. 


Looking backward at the history of our party and our army, every time our 
revolution was at a great historical turning point, among the various kinds 
of ideological reactions that appeared among our forces there were always 
some comrades whose thinking could not overtake the situation. However, 
through education, their thinking was able to catch up with the party line, 
general policy, and specific policies relatively quickly. The present 

shift in the focus of work of the whole party and whole country is something 
our predecessors have never done, or perhaps thought of and not realized, and 
its breadth and depth exceed anything in history. Force of habit and a narrow 
small producer's field of view produced by several thousand years of feudal 
society bind our hands, feet, and minds in many ways, and vestiges of the 
feudal outlook still permeate many corners of our lives. In particular, 

more than 10 years of disruption and destruction by Lin Biao and the “gang 

of four" created a great many spiritual fetters and confused the people's 








thinking, so that every time we advance a few steps we almost always 
encounter obstruction from the pernicious influence of their ultra-leftist 
line. Add to this the fact that we are a large country with a large popu- 
lation and a poor foundation and carrying out socialist modernization under 
conditions of carrying forward the revolutionary cause pioneered by our 
predecessors and forging ahead into the future; not only must we summarize 
the lessons of historical experience, we must also feel out and create new 
experience. Just for these reasons, the thinking of some comrades is not 
appropriate to the circumstances and retains a considerable disparity. If 
we are to realize a great historical transformation, we must carry out an 
ideological transformation. Political ideological work is still the life- 
line of our army. To mobilize and unify the whole army in a struggle to 
implement the four modernizations and protect the four modernizations, 
political ideological work must not be weakened, but must be strengthened. 
If we fail to recognize this sufficiently and let up on the political 
ideological work, it would be a great error and would cause needless damage 
to party affairs. 


In his "Report on the Work of the Government," Comrade Hua Guofeng pointed 
out: "The realization of the four modernizations, amid stability and unity, 
is in the fundamental interests of the people of all our nationalities. It 
is a matter which affects the well-being of the whole nation; it is the 
supreme political task for the present and for a considerable time to come.' 
According to the principles of our army's political work, the fundamental 
task in political work for the present and for a considerable time to come 
is guaranteeing that the political line and ideological line of the Third 
Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee will be adhered to, to 
mobilize and organize the officers and men to participate in and protect 
modernization with firm confidence, full enthusiasm, and a spirit of 
self-devotion. Beginning from this fundamental task, the political work 
must be developed tightly around the center of socialist modernization, and, 
to serve this center, ernest'y shift the concentrated energies formerly 
devoted to "class struggle" and "political movements" to socialist moderniza- 
tion, and shift the focus of the units’ work to education, training, and 

the various tasks that wiil complete the strategic work. Political work 
separated from the four modernizations has no direction and loses its 
significance. 


The series of important policies proposed by the Third Plenary Session of 
the llth Party Central Committee are an important guarantee directing the 
whole party in victoriously implementing the four modernizations, and are a 
basis for unifying our ideology and actions. To serve the four moderniza- 
tions, the political work must educate the officers and men in proper 
comprehension and resolute implementation of the line, general policy, and 
all specific policies specified by the Central Committee for the new 

period, and coordinate their thorough implementation with the reality of the 
troop units. At present, what must be done well is to regulate, reform, 
reorganize, and improve the military services and further implement the 
spirit of the three important conferences of the Military Affairs Committee. 
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The present ideology of the troops is relatively vigorous, the cadres and NCO 
NCO's dare to think about problems, make comments, and express opinions, and 
these are concrete manifestations of a lively political situation, Leading 
cadres and political organs on all levels must continue to lead the troops 

to liberate their thinking, develop democracy, and be adept at analyzing 

the various kinds of political problems that occur and leading incorrect 
thinking to the line, general policy, and specific policies determined by 

the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee. We should see 
soberly that our four modernizations are being implemented under conditions of 
a threat of war, We must ce tainly, with a high sense of responsibility and 
sense of urgency, see that the party's line and policy are implemented even 
more soundly among the troops, carry out a revolutionary modernization of 

the troops, and increase their combat effectiveness to meet even tenser and 
more turbulent international situations. 


A proper recognition and resolute implementation of the party's present 
general and specific policies, a guarantee of the thorough implementation of 
the political line of developing modernization, and realization of a great 
historical transformation require that the political work conscientiously 
solve several important imminent problems: 


We must correct the ideological line. That is, we must correct idealism and 
the metaphysical ideological line, uphold seeking truth from facts, combine 
theory with practice, and adhere to a dialectical materialist ideological 
line that starts from reality in all things. The ideological line is the 
foundation for the party's political line, general policy, and specific 
policies. It is not possible to recognize the necessity for shifting the 
focus of the work, or the correctness of the party's policies, until the 
{ideological line is correct; only then is it possible to study new circum- 
stances, boldly solve new problems, and fully develop the activism and 
creativity of socialist modernization; only then is it possible to improve 
our army's overall combat effectiveness to meet the requirements of modern 
warfare. If the ideological line has not been corrected, there is no 
ideological foundation for modernization, and there is no guarantee of the 
thorough implementation of the party's political line. An important, or 
what might be called the principal, reason why some comrades do not 
comprehend, are suspicious of, or even resist and oppose the party's policies, 
is that their ideological line is incorrect, and the ultra-leftist things 

of Lin Biao and the "gang of four" still shackle their minds; they habitually 
look at problems from an ultra-leftist viewpoint, or they make whether or 
not something has been judged in the past the criterion for measuring true 
and false, frequently transpose black and white, and completely obscure 

true and false. Because of this, we must make correcting the ideological 
line an important problem to be grasped in the political ideological work 
and continue to go deeper into the study of the criterion of truth. Units 
that have not studied it or which have studied it shallowly must certainly 
hold refresher courses, and those units that have studied it relatively well 
should go into it still deeper. During the study, they should combine 
ideology and reality, conscientiously study some writings by Marx and Lenin 
and by Mao Zedong, study some basic viewpoints of historical materialism 
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and dialectical materialism, strive to combine the basic principles of 
Marxism with the practice of the new struggle, and in short advance a bit 
in their recognition of the spirit of the Third Plenary Session of the llth 
Party Central Committee and of the Second Session of the Fifth National 
People's Congress. Especially high-level cadres must study a little more, 
a little deeper, and really properly comprehend and thoroughly implement 
party policies in a combination of theory and practice. For a correct 
ideological line, we must deeply criticize the left extremist line of Lin 
Biao and the "gang of four" and thoroughly eliminate the effects of their 
pernicious influence. We must strip away their misleading cloak that say. 
the more left something is, the more revolutionary, puncture their hypocritical 
“every sentence ies truth" scheme, and expose their modern superstition and 
anti-Marxist features, and at the same time, we must correct the two 
erroneous “everything is" viewpoints, and transform the idealistic and 
metaphysical ideological line into a dialectical materialist ideological 
line, leading the method of thinking that depends only on simple feelings 
in the approach to problems to a Marxist scientific attitude. 


We must resolve the organizational line. The line, general policy, and 
specific policies determined by the party must be carried out by people. 

If they are carried out by people who agree with them, or if they are carried 
out by people who don't agree with them, or perhaps carried out by people 
who have an indeterminate attitude, the results are going to be very dis- 
similar, and even contrary. After the political line has been determined, 
the cadres are the deciding factor, which is to say that we must resolve 

the problem of the organizational line. This key question that concerns 

the whole situation has already undeniably been put on the agenda. If 

this problem is not solved, socialist modernization cannot be realized, 

even though the party's political line and ideological line are correct. Our 
army carries rifles, and accepts the historical responsibility for protecting 
the four modernizations. A good grasp of the organizational structure of 
the army will have a great deal to do with the completion of this historical 
mission. Many things are included in the organizational line, but the most 
fundamental and most imperative is the selection of successors, which must 
be done continuously over a long period, and cannot guarantee the 
implementation and realization of the party's political line all at once. 
Because of this, we must admit into the leading ranks at various levels 
those young and strong people who serve the people with all their hearts, 
can uphold Marxism, Leninism, and Mao Zedong Thought in doing their work, 
resolutely implement the party's political line and ideological line, carry 
out the party's present general policy and specific policies, and work 
wholeheartedly at the four modernizations; who are willing to use their 
heads, work hard at their studies, are adept at intensive study, are 
courageous in practice, are richly endowed with genuine talent, work with 
high efficiency, have a strong party spirit, are effective as examples, 

are close to the masses, work hard and live plainly, and seek truth from 
facts. What must be especially emphasized at present are the protection 

of the political line and ideological line of the Third Plenary Session of 
the llth Party Central Committee, developing party spirit, not factionalisn, 








and being physically fit, able to persevere inthe normal work. In the 
selection of outstanding young cadres, we must liberate our thinking, break 
restrictions, resolutely overcome that feudalistic conservative thinking 
that discusses qualifications, arranges seniority, strikes a balance, talks 
of considerations, and neither trusts nor feels at ease with the young 
cadres. In the selection of good successors, the old cadres bear a heavy 
responsibility, and must make passing on experience, giving help, and 
setting an example their own historical mission, a matter uncompleted. They 
must put outstanding young and comparatively young cadres in positions of 
real responsibility, further nurture and temper them, have them seek politics 
in their positions, and strengthen their talents and abilities in practice. 
Having this large a group of cadres take responsibility for leadership at 
all levels, we will be able to place our army always under the absolute 
command of the party, listening to the party and obeying the party commands 
under all circumstances; then we will be able to correctly comprehend and 
firmly implement the party's political line, take responsibility for it in 
practice, defend it, and fight for it. In this way, there will be great 
hope for the realization of the four modernizations and the accelerated 
revolutionization and modernization of our army. 


We must make great efforts to build a good party style. The implementation 
of the party's line, general policy, and specific policies requires that 

all party members and cadres take the lead, and requires a good party style. 
A good party style is the embodiment of the essence of the vanguard of the 
proletariat, and is the abode of the party's strength and prestige. Through 
the political movement to criticize Lin Biao and the "gang of four," and a 
great effort to restore and develop the party's excellent style of work, the 
poor atmosphere in the party has been largely overcome. Especially since 

the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee, there has 
been a further development of the party's good tradition and good work 

style. However, the question of party style is still an outstanding problem. 
Individualism, subjectivism, factionalism, bureaucratism, and other such 

less than upright styles of thinking and styles of work are still relatively 
serious in the party organization and among some party members. In parti- 
cular, a few leading cadres secure special privilege, use influence, suppress 
democracy, promote factionalism, etc., making the broad masses thoroughly 
dissatisfied, seriously weakening the flesh-and-blood relationship between 
the party and the masses, dampening the socialist enthusiasm of the masses, 
and reducing the trust in the implementation of the four modernizations. If 
the style of thinking of a cadre is not correct, he first hurts the party, 
secondly hurts himself, and third hurts the next generation. Therefore, we 
must certainly build a good party style, Political and ideological work 

must uphold principles, dare to uphold healthy tendencies and combat unhealthy 
ones. Party committees on all levels must conscientiously take charge of 
this, beginning by taking charge of themselves and taking charge of their 
own units, neither making allowances nor depending on anyone, glancing 
neither right nor left, and build a good party style. They must conscien- 
tiously study "Several Norms for Political Life in the Party," relate it to 
reality, consciously consider criticisms, and resolutely work in accordance 
with the requirements of the norms. We must strengthen the system of 
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political life in the whole party, and leading comrades on all levels must 
participate in the organizational life of the party branch as ordinary party 
members, accepting party organizetional control and supervision, Every 
Communist Party member must use the standards of a party member to place 
strict requirements on himself, and not forget that he is a soldier fighting 
for communism. Leaders on all levels, and especially high-level cadres, 
must welcome the masses’ criticisms of their own deficiencies and errors, 
and not be like "a tiger whose ass no one dares to touch." We must overhaul 
party organization at all levels, carry out reeducation in the party's three 
important styles of work, conscientiously implement unity--criticism--unity, 
learn from past mistakes to avoid future ones, cure the sickness to save 

the patient, and develop positive ideological struggle. Advocate working at 
the four modernizattons wholeheartedly, oppose the lack of lofty aims and 
failure to take responsibility when something happens; advocate strengtheiing 
of party spirit and looking forward in unity, and oppose factionalism; 
advocate going deeply into reality, close links with the masses, and arduous 
struggle, and oppose seeking ease and comfort, extravagance and waste, and 

a bourgeois style of thinking that pursues enjoyment; advocate observance 

of party regulations and laws, and oppose privileges. We must strongly 
publicize good examples and severely deal w‘th those few who seriously break 
the law or violate discipline. 


We must strengthen democracy and the concept of law. To consolidate the 
political foundation for our country's socialist modernization in peace 

and unity, the Second Session of the Fifth National People's Congress proposed 
strengthening socialist democracy and the socialist legal system and formu- 
lated seven laws. This was a great event in the political lives of our 
people. It has important significance for consolidating our socialist 
national system, unifying the minds and actions of all the people, fully 
mobilizing the activism and creativity of the four modernizations, closing, 
through the political system, all loopholes that could be used for a counter- 
revolutionary restoration by plotters like Lin Biao and the "gang of four," 
and for creation of a vivid and vigorous political situation. We must develop 
study and publicizing of. and education work on, socialist democracy and 

the socialist legal system broadly and deeply throughout the army, lead the 
cadres and soldiers to overcome thinking that has nothing to do with then, 
conscientiously comprehend the guiding thought and basic principles of the 
law, and strengthen the concept of democracy and the concept of the law. 

We must study the seven laws one by one, put emphasis on the criminal law 

and the law of criminal procedure, make people know the law and observe the 
law, and do things in accordance with the law wherever they are, and 
resolutely struggle against evil persons and evil things that would destroy 
the socialist democracy and legal system or bring harm to the nation and the 
people's welfare. Cadres on all levels, particularly high-level cadres, 
should take the lead in observing the law and abiding by the law, and cer- 
tainly may not allow privileges for themselves, claim credit for themselves 
and become self-satisfied, or place themselves above the law. Democracy 

is the foundation of the legal system, and the legal system is the safeguard 
of democracy. If we want to observe the democratic rights of the cadres 
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and soldiers and listen to the opinions of the lower ranks, we must also, 

in accordance with the special characteristics of the military, maintain 

the army's stable and highly centralized unity, and follow orders in all 
actions. Observing and enforcing the law is the glorious tradition of our 
army, and is the living embodiment of our army's service to the willof all 
the people, our service to the party's direction, and our protection of the 
greatest welfare of the people. Ina period of great historical transfor- 
mation, the cadres and soldiers of the whole army must enhance this tradition 
and serve as models for observing the law and abiding by the law. 


We must properly deal with contradictions among the people. Along with the 
change in the domestic class situation and the shift in the focus of the 
party's work, the content of politics in our country has been transformed 
from previously, when it was principally a struggle between one class and 
another, into a principal concern for correctly handling contradictions 
among the people, mobilizing all positive elements (including the conver- 
sion of negative elements into positive elements), and working in unity on 
the four modernizations. Our army's political and ideological work must 
primarily handle contradictions among the people correctly, strengthen unity, 
and mobilize the army from top to bottom in united struggle for realization 
of the party's line. We must be adept at using the methods of democracy, 
the methods of discussion, the methods of criticism, and the methods of 
persuasion and education to solve ideological problems and problems among 
the people, and we must never argue arbitrarily from the basis of a higher 
plane of principle and two-line struggle, struggle ruthlessly, or attack 
mercilessly as Lin Biao and the "gang of four" did when they were rampaging 
about; we must not expand contradictions or intensify contradictions, and 
even less should we artificially create contradictions; even in problems 
genuinely concerned with class struggle, we must pay full attention to the 
development of the power of policy and the effect of law. This requires 
that we have an attitude of seeking truth from facts, and we cannot say there 
is a problem when there is no problem, say that an ideological problem is 

a political problem, or that a perceptual problem is a problem of standpoint. 
We must uphold the mass line, consider the fundamental benefit of the 
masses, their degree of awareness, their desires and demands, and depend 

on the strength of the masses to carry out the ideological work. In solving 
ideological problems we must be patient and meticulous, acknowledge that 
there is a process to ideological change and that there are reversals in 
thinking, and so we must redo the work repeatedly. We must not adopt 
administrative measures in regard to ideological problems, and must not 
repress, but must be adept at leading, keeping an eye on positive factors, 
actively inspire a revolution in self-awareness, and, through criticism and 
self-criticism, depend on the person to educate himself and solve his own 
problem. The subjectivism of thinking problems will be solved naturally; 
doing things with a bureaucratic attitude, in an oversimplified and crude 
way, like "trying to catch sparrows with your eyes closed," is not so much 
ideological work as the extension of contradictions and creating of dis- 
turbances, and is not the least bit satisfactory. 
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Great efforts to strengthen political work during the great historical 
transformation are a necessity to the realization of the magnificent 
objective of the four modernizations, and represent an exceedingly glorious 
and formidable task. In the past, each time our party and our army stood 
at the juncture of a historical transition, political work always splendidly 
completed the historical mission and guaranteed the implementation of the 
party's line, general policy, and specific policies. We must certainly 
carry on and enhance this glorious tradition of political work, and under 
the leadership of the Communist Party Central Committee headed by Comrade 
Hua Guofeng and the Military Affairs Com.ttee, write a new chapter in our 
army's political work.

FURTHER INVESTIGATION NEEDED TO MAINTAIN IDEOLOGICAL LINE

[Text] Recently, everyone has been studying Comrade Ye Jianying's [0673 
0494 5391] National Day speech, thus raising the ideological awareness 

of many comrades, and they have become determined to become promoters of 

the four modernizations. However, tine ideological line of some comrades is 
still not quite correct, and they have an inaccurate view of the present 
class and class struggle situation. They have not yet made up their minds 
about the correctness of several present policies. They lack the confidence 
to solve existing operational problems. Therefore, they have no great 
desire to be promoters. How can we resolve this problem? 


The experience of one unit has been: "Conduct investigations and research 
to resolve any doubts, and analyze typical situations to eliminate griev- 
ances." These two phrases are appropriate. Comrade Mao Zedong pointed 
out: "If you have a problem that you cannot solve, then investigate the 
present situation and the history of the problem." We are at a great 
turning point in history. We are doing great things that have never been 
done before. We are confronted with new situations and new problems, and 
the fact that everyone's viewpoinc is not simultaneously unanimous is not 
strange. If we only study the theories of Marxism conscientiously and at 
the same time investigate actual situations more, we will be able to see 
things the same way. There are many examples of this, such as the view of 
class and class struggle. In recent times, some comrades believed that the 
class enemy would never give up, and that the power of landlord or rich 
peasant could never be eliminated. They were very worried about the policy 
of eliminating the power of the landlords and rich peasants. Afterward, 
when they had looked at the history and present situation of the class 
struggle in rural villages, they saw that the policy of eliminating the 
power of most of the landlords and rich peasants was correct and timely, 
and that it was of great significance in carrying out peaceful unity and 

in bringing all the positive elements into play to carry cut modernization. 
Therefore, their awareness in carrying out this policy has been raised. 

It can thus be seen that investigation and research solves problems. 
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What demands our attention at present is the fact that some comrades do not 
pay attention to investigation and research. They have no interest in 
investigating new situations and problems. They always view problems in 
the same old way. This is bad. In "Monetary Advice” [6226 0013 6639 6056] 
there is a story about a Su Dongpo [5685 2639 0980] poem, which we may use 
as a starting point. Su Dongpo was a scholar of the Hanlin school in the 
Song Dynasty. One day he went to visit the prime minister, Wang Anshi 
(3769 1344 4258]. It so happened that Wang Anshi was not at home. On 
Wang Anshi's desk he saw a two line poem in praise of chrysanthemums, 

which read: “Last night the western wind blew in my courtyard, and the 
ground is golden with fallen petals." ‘Cu Dongpo read the poem and thought: 
"This is nonsense. ‘West wind’ is the autumn wind, and the ‘golden petals’ 
are chrysanthemums. But chrysanthemums are cold-hardy, so how can one say 
that 'the ground was golden with their fallen petals'." He was thereupon 
overcome with an uncontrollable urge to write a poem himself. So, he 
picked up a brush and continued the poem: ‘Fall flowers fall no more 
easily than those of spring, poets should be more careful of what they 
write." When Wang Anshi returned, he read these two lines and was very 
displeased with Su Dongpo. Fe sent Su Dongpo to a lesser post in Huangzhou. 
In Huangzhou, on the ninth day of the ninth lunar month the wind started to 
blow and it blew every day. After the wind died down, Su Dongpo went to 
the rear courtyard to see the chrysanthemums. There he saw that many 
petals had fallen and that they covered the ground turning it golden. He 
was ashamed about the incident with Wang Anshi. 


Su Dongpo's mistake in continuing the poem was the result of lack of pre- 
vious research and investigation. He believed that all chrysanthemums were 
cold-hardy and did not know that the chrysanthemums in Huangzhou were 
different. We must understand that this world is very complicated. If 

we do not conduct investigation and research, we will make mistakes because 
our view will be too one-sided or subjective. “ 
Our party's good Comrade Jiao Yulu places great emphasis on investigation 
and research. On the second day after arriving in Lankou county to work 

he went into the countryside. He ignored the fact that he was very ill 

and went with the members of the inspection team up mountains and over 
streams to investigate the three harmful elements--water, sand and alkali. 
His whole body was covered with mud, but he became an expert on village 
agriculture. His was a spirit of painstakingly getting to the crux of the 
matter, and it is still a good model for us to study. 


Investigation and research is a prerequisite for maintaining the materialist 
ideological line, and it is an essential duty of a leader. We must continue 
to carry out the spirit of the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party 
Central Committee and the Second Session of the Fifth National Peoples' 
Congress. When we are developing the debate on the question the criterion 
for truth, we must arouse a storm of investigation and research, correct 

our ideological line, and find a real solution to the problems which we 

have not been able to solve because of unliberated thinking.

[Text] Many comrades attending the provincial committee's party school, 
after almost 2 months of studying practice as the only criterion for truth, 
which is a basic viewpoint of Marxism, Leninism, and Mao Zedong Thought, all 
feel deeply enlightened and generally believe that developing discussion of 
the criterion of truth is the key to liberating thinking. Based on their 
increased knowledge, many comrades asserted that: "This discussion should 
be developed deeply. From top to bottom, on all fronts, every unit, down to 
the shops and shifts in factories and mines and the production teams in 
communes, should develop this discussion." This is a very good suggestion, 
and we completely support this thinking and this proposal. 


The report on rotation training in the viewpoint of practice for rural cadres 

by the party committee of Yongren County carried in the 8 June issue of this 
paper and the article of 4 August concerning the employment of the viewpoint 

of practice to summarize the experience of the first half year in the 
Shuanglongying Commune of Qiubei County both prove the following--the importance 
of refresher courses at the basic level! 


This paper's article of 4 August on the experience of the Yunnan Telecommunications 
Equipment Plant in developing discussion on the criterion for truth and inte- 
grating them with practice showed that there are advantages to developing these 
discussions on all fronts! 


Today's report on the provincial committee's party school also demonstrates 
the clear positive usefulness of developing these discussions among the middle 
level cadres. Many of these student personnel are mid-level cadres, many of 
them first-rank cadres in municipal and provincial agencies and deputy 
secretaries of county party committees. 


Middle level cadres are extremely important to communication of orders and 
petitions between upper and lower levels in thoroughly carrying out the party 
line, policy, and principles. Their ideological state of mind and the correct- 
ness of their ideological line has a great deal to do with the thorough 
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implementation of the spirit of the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party 
Central Committee. Just as reports have shown, before taking part in study, 
many comrades retain a kind of misunderstanding of the policies decided upon 
by the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee, and reserve 
certain doubts and worries, to the extent that they are concerned about: 

Are the policies "rightist?" Are they "retrogressive?" Are they "biased?" 
Are they a mere "holding aloft?" If we do not resolve these ideological 
perceptions by the middle level cadres, how can we talk of resolutely imple- 
menting the party policies inambiguously? There was quite a lot of obstruction 
to implementation of the rural economic policies during the first half of 

this year, and it had a lot to do with the state of mind of some of the cadres. 


However, if these middle level cadres stay at the provincial committee party 
school and discuss the question of practice as the only criterion for truch 
conscientiously for a month or more, the circumstances are entirely different, 
the covering clouds and obscuring fog are swept away, and their ideological 
perception is renewed. The boundary between true and false is clarified, 
their thinking is liberated, and their awareness of implementation of the 
spirit of the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee is 
raised. It's very simple, only that taney huve corrected the standard for 
judging true and false, and understood that the only criterion for examining 
truth is practice, not a book, not what someone has said. "What works with 
one thing will work with a hundred," and proper solutions are arrived at 
successfully and in an orderly manner for what is left and what right, what 
is progressive and what retrogressive, what is holding up the flag and what 
is cutting it down, and what is upright, what biased. This experience tells 
us: the advantages of holding discussions on the standard of truth among 
middle level cadres are numerous, and it is imperative that we do it! 


When the editorial department of this paper talked with student personnel 

from the party school, they expressed one hope: 'We hope the first in command 
studies well, aid that only cur studies will be the more inadequate!’ This 
sentence expresses two ideas, one being that there has been enormous useful- 
ness to their personal exverience in studying the question of the criterion 

of truth, and the other that it would be even more useful for the first in 
command to study it! What they said makes sense! 


From the standpoint of the party's organizational principles, there is a 
relationship of equality between party members and the first in command, 
rather than a relationship of superior to subordinate. However, the first 

in command bears the principal responsibility in the day-to-day work. It 
matters a great deal whether or not the thinking of the first in command is 
liberated, whether or not his ideological line is proper and correct. It 

can be said that if the first in command's thinking is liberated, it will be 
easy to liberate the thinking of the whole group; if the first in command's 
thinking is ossified, it will be difficult to influence the whole bureau even 
though some members have liberated their thoughts. Therefore, carrying out 
education in practice as the criterion for truth among those first in command 
in the middle ranks is a matter of utmost urgency. 
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Some people say that the problems we are encountering at present are 
mountainous, and the first in command are so busy they have no time for study! 
Of course, this actual situation must be considered. However, we feel that 

it is just because the first in command are so busy that they normally have 
little time for study, it is just because the positions of the first in command 
are so important, that they should even more so be actively organized for 
study. Study of practice as the criterion for examining truth is not ordinary 
study, but is study concerning whether or not the ideological line is proper 
and correct. If the first in command study conscientiously and really grasp 
the viewpoint of practice as the only criterion for truth, it will have an 
inestimable effect on their work. "Sharpening the axe will not harm the wood- 
cutter," and if they study well and liberate their thinking, their work will 
also go well. Gains and losses have always mutually transformed each other; 
"if you want to get something in the future, you must first give something,” 
and we must not be one-sided in balancing the relationship between work and 
study. As for the form of study, it must depend on the actual circumstances, 
and they should enter the party school if possible, and otherwise carry on 
serious-minded after-hours study. In short, they must study it, and they 

must study it well! 


In our talks with students at the party school, they expressed another hope, 
that their superiors would study and discuss this question well. They said 
that would have an even greater effect! This idea was well put! It is also 
a tactful criticism! 


As for what the superiors refers to, it means the leading cadres on the 
prefectural and provincial levels. 


[t should be said that many of the superior leading comrades have studied 

well and have liberated their thinking, and within the sphere of the work 

that they lead, they dare to think, dare to stick their necks out, dare to 

do, and dare to assault restrictions and bonds, and boldly reform. However, 
there's no denying that there are many of the superiors who have studied poorly 
or not very well, and whose thinking is relatively ossified or semi-ossified. 


Experience tells us: it matters even more whether the ideological line of 
leading cadres at the provincial and prefectural level is proper and correct. 
[In comparing five directions, upper, middle, lower, left, and right, it is 
mc re important that thinking be liberated on the upper level. The leading 
cadres on these two levels have an effect on everything in a whole province 
or a whole prefecture. When the thinking of the superiors is liberated, they 
receive support and encouragement, and even though there is a temporary 
‘intermediate obstruction" in some spheres it will still not interfere with 
the overall situation. The Party Central Committee headed by Comrade Hua 
Guofeng upholds practice as the only criterion for truth, holds this banner 
aloft always, writes it into resolutions, reiterates it repeatedly, and teaches 
it repeatedly, and it has had an enormous effect in activating the liberation 
f ctuinking throughout the country. Even though the thinking of the leader- 
ship in a given area is not liberated, it will not interfere with liberating 
the thinking of the subordinates. From this we can see how important it is 





for thinking of the superiors to be liberated! If the leading cadres of a 
province or a prefecture properly discuss the question of the criterion of 
truth, the effect will be much greater than that of a single basic level or 
a single department! 


In a recent discussion by the standing committee, the provincial party committee 
pointed out that if we are going to talk about liberating thinking, the think- 
ing of the standing committee must be liberated first. With regard to the 

whole province, liberating the thinking of the standing committee would have 

an extraordinarily important effect. In accordance with this sprit, leading 
cadres of provincial first level and provincial level departments should, in 

the course of this study discussion, take an active part, take the lead in 
setting an example, and it will have great positive significance for study 
discussions throughout the province, 


Let's take the development of discussions on the criterion of truth seriously! 
Let's make it an obligatory course, and let's also make it the principal 
content of rotation training classes, reading classes, and study classes on 
all levels, This course must certainly be supplemented. If it is not, it 
will leave a permanent blemish in history! If it is not supplemented today, 
it still must be in the future. It is better, however, to do it early than 
late, and better to do it actively than passively. The earlier it is done, 
and the more actively, the more beneficial it will be for the Four Modernizations. 
On an important question like this, we must achieve "extensive penetration and 
extensive realization," and “early penetration and early realization!" 


Finally, we still must say in passing that under the leadership of the 
provincial party committee, the party school has presented many kinds of study 
classes, making the development of discussions on the criterion of truth the 
principal course, and has had an outstanding effect on raising the understanding 
of the students and advancing the liberation of thinking. This is precious 
experience. The contributio.. of the party school has been beneficial. Marx 
said: “Once theory has been grasped by the masses, it can be transformed into 
material strength."' We predict that after these students return, they will 
blossom and bear fruit in their own areas, their own units!

STRAYING FROM STUDY OF MARXISM=LENINISM DEPLORED

[Text] Since the smashing of the "gang of four" many people have correctly 
summed up the experiences and lessons learned in the struggle against Lin Biao 
and the "gang of four," and are even more consciously learning and studying 
Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought. However, another phenomenon has appeared; 
i.e., some believe that Marxism-Leninism does not work anymore and they are 

no longer willing to study it. In the schools, classes on political theory 

are no longer popular; in the institutions and factories the study of political 
theory is frequently conducted like the "trackléss streetcars," to kill time. 
Some people's faith in Marxism-Leninism has wavered. They no longer believe 

in or study Marxism-Leninism, This is the so-called "crisis of faith." 


Why has the "crisis of faith" in Marxism-Leninism occurred? On the surface 
it seems that there was no "crisis of faith" when Lin Biao and the "gang of 
four’ were rendering evil, and it only occurred after the smashing of the 
“gang of four." Yet the current "crisis of faith" is exactly the result of 
the collapse of a faith founded on a modern superstition which was created 
during the time when Lin Biao and the "gang of four" ran amuck. 


Lin Biao and the "gang of four"--these conspirators and careerist, by utilizing 
the high esteem that Comrade Mao Zedong enjoyed among the Chinese people--con- 
cocted a lot of political dirty deals. By making up ultraleftist slogans, by 
depending on their borrowed and stolen power, by adopting the scheme of 
exaggeration, by deceiving and coercion, they turned the people's faith in 

Comrade Mao Zedong to superstition. The revolutionary leaders were made into 
"gods" and the science of revolutionary theories was made into a theology. 

They further promoted a set of rites, such as the so-called "morning instructions," 
"evening reports," “loyalty dances" and “quotations calisthenics," and a religious 
atmosphere prevailed everywhere. In such an atmosphere, the enthusiasm for 
studying the works of Comrade Mao Zedong reached a state of fanaticism, and 

the people's faith in the theories reached a state of superstition. At that 

time, the quotations seemed to possess a power of magic. The mere reading of 

a few lines of quotations during criticial moments seemed capable of turning 
danger into safety and evil into good. 
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After Lin Biao and the "gang of four" had turned to ashes, the ugly picture 

and the evil tricks of the former "great assistant" and "revolutionary standard 
bearer" were revealed, people deeply felt that they had been betrayed and 
fooled, Therefore, their enthusiasm has turned to despair and their super- 
stition into doubt, This was particularly true of the younger generation--just 
at the time when their world outlook was being formed, they were faced with 

10 years of chaos, All they saw and heard about Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong 
Thought were slogans such as “upholding high" and "following close," promoted 
by Lin Biao and the "gang of four," and they took them as orthodoxy. They 
regret and feel now that because of what they studied in the past, their 
thoughts are confused and need to be clarified, and that it would have been 
better if they had not studied at all. Although their faith which was built 

on superstition has collapsed, a new faith founded on science has not yet 
formed, It follows that when one is intoxicated with superstition, there will 
be no "crisis of faith" and that neither would there be a "crisis of faith" 
when one is eager to promote science. The so-called "crisis of faith" is the 
hesitation that lies in between the two. This hesitation appeared once in the 
1950s when the superstition in the cult of personality in Stalin was done away 
with in the movement of international communism. Such a reaction also appeared 
in our country. In 1957 Comrade Mao Zedong pointed out the occurrence of 
deviation among the intellectuals and among the young people by saying "In 

the eyes of some people there seems no need to be concerned with things like 
politics, the future of the fatherland or the ideals of man. It seems to them 
that Marxism was fashionable for a time and is no longer fashionable now." 

("On the Problem of the Correct Handling of the Contradictions Among the People") 


Now that the once flourishing modern superstition has been eradicated in our 
country, a similar situation appears. The recurrence of this phenomenon 
apparently follows a regular pattern: Whenever Marxism takes on the form of 
a superstition it must run toward the opposite direction. The emergence of 
disbelief in Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought may be looked upon as a 
passive punishment for moder:. superstition. It is unavoidable and unreproach- 
able that after the fairy tales of the modern superstition had gone bankrupt, 
many a good people who had been deceived, particularly the young, felt in 
despair, depressed and lost. There is, however, much greater hope for these 
people getting to the truth than those who are still squatting in the cage of 
modern superstition, shouting "upholding high," holding in their hands the 
viewpoint of "two whatevers" and considering themselves the "firm believers" 
of Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought. Nevertheless we must analyze the 
causes of the "crisis of faith," do much reasoning, ask these people to rid 
themselves of their depression as fast as possible, and shorten their journey 
of uncertainty. 


It is correct to detest the modern superstition; but it is wrong to conclude 
that Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought do not work anymore. Marxism is 

the theoretical manifestation of the practical movement carried out by the 
proletariat class when it got on the stage of history to oppose the capitalist 
class, and it is the revolutionary theory illustrating the conditions needed 
by the proletariat class for its own liberation and the liberation of the 
whole of mankind. Marxism is not only a summing up of the experience by the 
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proletariat, gained in its struggle, it is also the heir to the splendid 

cultural heritage and the realization of a great leap forward on the road 

of human civilization, It leads the people to understand the laws of the 
objective world, to think correctly, to explore the secrets of nature and 

the myth of history, and to master their own destiny. The birth of Marxiem 

was a glorious sunrise which put to an end the long history of night when 

mankind groped in darkness. Marxism advances with the development of the 
realistic movements. In the era of the revolutionary struggle of the proletariat 
against capitalism, Marxism was developed to the stage of Leninism, After the 
October Revolution, Marxism-Leninism continued to develop in the revolutionary 
struggles led by the political parties of the proletariat class in various 
countries. The political parties of the proletariat class in all these countries 
made their own contributions, The combination of the propagation of Marxism 

in China and the concrete practice of the Chinese revolution has brought 

about Mao Zedong Thought. 


Everything that is born and develops must also die. Marxism will also die. 

But it only dies out when there is something still better to take its place. 
Now, however, it is not yet the time for Marxism to die, because the antagonism 
between the proletariat class and the capitalist class in the world has yet 

to be solved, and the conditions are not yet here for the liberation of the 
proletariat class itself, or for the liberation of all mankind. Therefore, 

it is not yet possible to have any ideology more advanced to take the place 

of Marxism. Marxism is not only not dying out now, it will continue to advance 
further unceasingly, opening up new routes toward the cognition of truth. 


In the historical destiny of Marxism one can see that the so-called "crisis of 
faith" is not a crisis in Marxism itself but a crisis arisen from the people's 
incorrect attitude toward Marxism. 


The rampant modern superstition has frequently made it difficult for people 

to distinguish the real Marxism from the false Marxism. Lin Biao and the 

"gang of four," by holding the banner of Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought, 
peddled many utterly absurd theories. They advocated the substitution of 
material things with ideology and took the "struggles" as the ultimate end of 
dialectics. They maintained that all decisions must be made by the "revolution" 
created by the upper level and that, in a socialist society, class struggles 
always exist, and so forth. This is altogether false Marxism-Leninism. Under 
the despotic power of Lin Biao and the "gang of four," the false Marxism-Leninism 
had caused a temporary clamor. However, practice is merciless, and when put 

to the test the false Marxism-Leninism was finally pronounced bankrupt. The 
bankruptcy of the false Marxism-Leninism does not mean that the true Marxism 

no longer works. Marxism-Leninism itself has not had any crisis. It is the 
distortion and falsification of Marxism-Leninism that is now in crisis. When 
the modern superstition was rampant the revolutionary theories were not taken 

as guides for actions. Under such conditi ms, even Marxism-Leninism cannot 
fulfill its promises. The theories were correct, but they were not practiced; 
whatever was said in the conferences, taught in the classrooms and read in the 
books made sense, but it turned out quite differently when it was put into 
practice. For example, the theory said that the production relations must suit 
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the level of development of the productive forces, but in real life, they were 
always separated from the level of development in the productive forces and 
were changed constantly; the theory said that it was imperative to handle 
correctly the contradictions among the people, but in actual life those 
individuals who held different opinions and those good people who had made 
mistakes were attacked as renegades, traitors and counterrevolutionariles, 

What then is the consequence? Is not the purpose of the present economic 
reform the reform of those production relations that do not suit the level of 
development of the productive forces? Is it not true that the present policy 
of full implementation is designed for the redress of frameups, wrong sentences 
and false charges and for the rehabilitation and exoneration of those who were 
attacked as renegades, traitors and counterrevolutionaries? This is to say 
that, after having experienced chaos and set-backs, the theory that production 
relations must suit the level of development of the productive forces stiil 
has tobe implemented and that the theory that the contradictions among the 
people must be handled correctly still has to be applied thoroughly. No 
matter how many years have passed, today it is still imperative to return to 
the track of Marxism-Leninism. Is this not sufficient to prove that Marxism- 
Leninism is very workable? There is no crisis in Marxism-Leninism itself. It 
is just that the manner of deviating from Marxism-Leninism is being punished. 


The rampant modern superstition has strangled the vitality of Marxism-Leninism. 
Some say that there are many problems today which Marxism-Leninism cannot 
explain. So, how can it be said that it works well? Yes, in the world today, 
the capitalist development led by a new industrial revolution centering around 
an electronic technology and the problem of establishing socialism in the 
economically undeveloped countries have brought about many new situations for 
which Marxism-Leninism has to provide a scientific analysis. There are many 
new questions to be answered scientifically by Marxism-Leninism and certain 
specific conclusions of Marxism-Leninism appear to be obsolete, outdated. 
Marxism-Leninism, indeed, is faced with new challenges and tests. However, 
this does not prove that Maraism-Leninism does not work, but once more raises 
objectively the demand to develop Marxism-Leninism further and put into 
practice the advancement of the theories. Marxism-Leninism develops constantly 
through endless test of practice. At the end of the 19th century and the 
beginning of the 20th century, the extensive application of electricity in 
industrial production led to the expansion of the productive forces and turned 
free capitalism to monopoly capitalism. Under these new historical conditions, 
some had placed all kinds of blame on Marxism, thinking that Marxism was bogged 
down in crisis. With Lenin's presentation of the theories about capitalism, 
Marxism advanced to the stage of Leninism and thereby scientifically analyzed 
the new conditions, providing answers to new questions. In the course of the 
Chinese revolution, some people had thought that Marxism-Leninism did not suit 
the Chinese situations. When Comrade Mao Zedong presented the theories of the 
new democracy, he supplemented and advanced Marxism-Leninism and at the same 
time gave answers to the new problems in the Chinese revolution which Lenin 

had not encountered. On the other hand, revisionism often distorted the funda- 
mental principles of Marxism-Leninism by giving wrong explanations to these 

new problems. Therefore, objecting only to the distortions made by revisionism 
while offering no correct explanations for the new problems may refute one 
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revisionism but may give rise to another revisionism. Theories such as the 
so-called "class of bureaucrats" advanced by Trotsky and "the capitalist 

class within the party" by the "gang of four" are all anti-Marxist theories, 
They tllustrate at the same time that the concept of the phenomenon of the 
"social servants turning into social masters" has yet to be explained correctly. 
Only by advancing Marxism-Leninism can the new problems be solved and revisionism 
be thoroughly refuted. When Lin Biao and the "gang of four" were running wild, 
the chains of metaphysics fettered the development of Marxism-Leninism and the 
understanding of certain historical stages was taken as the "pinnacle" and 

"the supreme truth," while in practice it (metaphysics) is unable to provide 
answers to many new questions, This type of Marxism-Leninism naturally runs 

the risk of being discarded by the people. There are also instances when the 
development of Marxism-Leninism was regarded as the m nopoly of certain talented 
personalities, and the broad masses only expected to accept readily and with 
their mouths open these theories as they were being fed. As a result, millions 
of people in practicing Marxism-Leninism forgot their duty to explore, study 
and develop Marxism-Leninism and became alarmed when faced with new problems. 

It is not Marxism-Leninism itself that is in a crisis; it is really the 
metaphysics, which blocked the development of Marxism-Leninism, that is making 
a fool of itself. Actually, the new problems have motivated the people to 
discover new truths, and the new practice is simply an indication that Marxism- 
Leninism will have a new breakthrough, a new leap. 


"Crisis of faith" is the bitter fruit of the modern superstition. To conquer 
the "crisis of faith,"' the modern superstition must be eradicated. The false 
Marxism-Leninism must be opposed while the true Marxism-Leninism must be 
realized. Marxism-Leninism must be further advanced. Only in this way can 
Marxism-Leninism bring its power to full play and be the master of the masses. 


Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought is a science and requires people to treat 

it with a scientific attitude. Since it is a science it is the object of 

study and not the object of faith. In the past, the practice was not the honest 
study of Marxism-Leninism but the promotion of a blind faith. Consequently, 

the theoretical work was turned into a modern “classics,"' making annotations 

for classical works. And for the utilization of the power of faith, theories 
were made into tools for expounding current policies. As a result, when 

stormy changes occurred in politics, theoretical changes also followed to suit 
the changing conditions. Whenever the conscience of science is violated, the 
reputation of a theory is corrupted. There must be faith in science, but it 
must not be a superstition. Lin Biao and the "gang of four" in the name of 
giving "support," promoted a superstition in Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought, 
and this made it move in the opposite direction. The faith in Marxism-Leninism- 
Mao Zedong Thought must be firm but the ideology must be amancipated. Only 

by refusing to compromise with any supersitition and by standing in the fore- 
front of the movement for ideological emancipation, can we truly adhere to 
Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought. 


Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought is our nation's guiding ideology. It is 
wrong not to believe in Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought. But the problems 
of the spiritual world must be solved by the education of persuasion. It is 
possible to make others believe in Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought only 
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by attracting them with the radiance of truth and not by conquering them with 
the power of might. Comrade Mao Zedong said "In our country, Marxism has 

been taken by the great majority of people as the guiding ideology. Can it 

be criticized then? Of course it can be. Marxism is a scientific truth and 
is not afraid of criticism, If Marxism is afraid of criticism and if it can 
be refuted, then Marxism will have no usage at all." ("On the Problem of 
Correct Handling of Contradictions Among the People") If it does not fear 
even criticism, how can it be afraid of doubt? Of course, Marxism can be 
doubted but it is not afraid of being doubted. If Marxism is not allowed to 
be doubted or criticized, then there is no way to recognize a false Marxism 
when it appears. Lin Biao and the "gang of four" preached "practice whatever 
you understand and practice whatever you don't understand also" and created 

a situation which allowed no doubt or criticism. This is exactly the condition 
under which a false Marxism becomes rampant. In fact even the religious 
believers have doubts every day. Is it not true that the criticism of Marxism 
is protected under the constitution? If the theists are allowed to doubt 

and criticize Marxism, why are not the atheists and the people with different 
opinions allowed to criticize Marxism also? When their doubt proves to be 
wrong, we can refute them; when their criticism are erroneous we can counter- 
criticize. However, they should not be charged and punished because they 

have expressed doubt about Marxism or made statements criticizing Marxism. 
Only through hard ideological work can the "crisis of faith" be solved, and 
this task must depend on democratic and not on autocratic methods. The 
solution to the "crisis of faith" is neither to turn a situation where silence 
reigns into a state where everyone speaks at the same time. If the adherence 
to Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought is taken as a stick and a threatening 
force whizzing over the heads of the people, it will not only fail to solve 
the problem of "crisis of faith" but, on the contrary, it will further intensify 
the crisis. 


Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought is the guiding light for the realization 
of the ‘our modernizations. ihe four modernizations embody the fundamental 
interests of the people in the whole nation. Marxism-Leninism-Ma Zedong 
Thought represents the furdamental interests of the broad masses and charts 
the course for the people in the struggle for their own interests. Not to 
believe in Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong Thought is to damage one's own funda- 
mental interests. The belief in a false Marxism-Leninism in the past damaged 
the interests of the people, and this was why the "crisis of faith" appeared. 
As long as it is proven through practice that Marxism-Leninism-Mao Zedong 
Thought has brought benefits to the people, the "crisis of faith" will not 

be difficult to conquer. And in the end, the theory of promoting interests 
for the people will be accepted by the people and will become an immense 
material force.

[Text] The communique of the 5th plenum of the llth Central Committee is 
highly encouraging and heartening. It cannot be too highly evaluated. 


The convening of the 5th plenum shows that the Central Committee elected 
at the llth party congress in August 1977 has basically completed its 
historic tasks. The plenum, therefore, decided that the 12th congress, 
scheduled for 1982 according to the party constitution, should be convened 
ahead of time. 


After 10 years of turmoil, the CCP Central Committee has taken only 3 years 
to turn chaos to order. It has overcome tremendous difficulties and won 
tremendous victories. This is a major achievement which will be long hailed 
in history. 


The aim of the fifth plenum was to strengthen and improve party leadership 
to conform to today's new situation of rapid development in socialist 
construction. We believe that following this plenum the whole party and 

the whole country will be still more united in working in concert to advance 
along the road of building the four modernizations. 


The plenum decided to strengthen the leadership group of the Central Committee, 
and also called on leading organs at all levels to assign to leadership work 
people who are firm in line, skilled in professional work, and in the prime 

of life. Hu Yaobang and Zhao Ziyang have now been promoted to membership 

of the Politburo Standing Committee. This means that in addition to the 
original five standing committee members--Chairman Hua and vice chairmen 

Ye, Deng, Li and Chen--there are now two new men who possess both ability 

and political integrity and are in the prime of life. It seems that Hu 

will concentrate his energy on the party, while Zhao will concentrate on his 
government. The Central Committee secretariat has also been revived, and 

ll secretaries have been elected to it. This provides a guarantee for 
long-term continuity of line and long-term stability of collective leadership. 
These two points have been the focus of attention of people at home and abroad 
for a long time. 
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Judging by the communique, the discussion on the revised draft of the party 
constitution, and the approval of "A number of principles for political life 
in the party” are both advances in the direction of putting forward strict 
demands on party members and issuing relatively complete regulations on 
democratic centralism in the party. The party currently was 37 million 
members, many of whom were shock-recruited after 1966. In addition a number 
of old party members pursued special privileges or were infected by ultra- 
leftist ideological trends during these years, while certain aspects of the 
party's cadre system (such as the stipulation that posts are held for life) 
no longer meet the needs of the period of building the four modernizations. 
Hence, the revision of the constitution and the promulgation of the 
"principles" will play a major role in reviving and strengthening the party's 
prestige. 


The rehabilitation of Liu Shaoqi is a major affair drawing the attention of 
the whole world. Formerly vice chairman of the Central Committee and 
chairman of the PRC, he scored notable achievements for the party and state. 
He was politically framed and personally persecuted during the Great 
Cultural Revolution. This was the greatest miscarriage of justice in the 
history of the CCP. The communique acknowledged: "The party committed a 
grievous and serious error during the Great Cultural Revolution. This error 
was taken advantage of by the counterrevolutionary conspirators Lin Biao and 
the ‘gang of four,’ causing evil consequences unprecedented in party history. 
This has made a clear-cut analysis of the source and development of this 
error. That only 3 years were needed to fully investigate such a major 
miscarriage of justice and announce its reversal suffices to show that the 
CCP is a party which seeks truth from facts, which corrects errors when they 
are made, and which is serious, earnest, open and aboveboard, and that the 
party is resolved to restore Mao Zedong Thought to its original state. 


Wang Dongxiang, Ji Dengkui, Wu De and Chen Xilian have finally gone down. 

In accordance with the views of the masses inside and outside the party, 

the plenum accepted the resignation requests of these four, relieved them 

of their leadership duties in the party, and will ask the NPC to relieve them 
of their state leadershir duties. Good people who have suffered miscarriages 
of justice should be rehabilitated, and people who made serious mistakes 
should be "dealt with in a serious and appropriate way." This spirit will 

be implemented from the center to the localities. The promotion of upright- 
ness and deflation of sinister trends will be of great advantage for spurring 
the four modernizations. 


Speaking to a recent gathering of 10,000, Vice Chairman Deng Xiaoping put 
forward the three major tasks for the 1980's and the conditions for accom- 
plishing these tasks; he also stated that the central task was the building 

of the four modernizations, while the most important condition was stability 
and unity. It seems that the various resolutions of the fifth plenum will 

be a major impetus to economic construction and will also be a major stabiliz- 
ing force for stability and unity.

Deng Xiaoping. Now, besides the chairman and vice chairmen, Hua, Ye, Deng, 
Li and Chen--the five members of the Standing Committee--there are also 

Hu Yaobang and Zhao Ziyang among the top CCP leaders. Hu is appointed 
general secretary to be in charge of the party's affairs. It seems that 

he will be nominated as a new vice premier of the State Council at the coming 
people's congress. Foreign dispatches have mentioned more than once that 
Zhao Ziyang would take up a post in the State Council. 


Deng Xiaoping has openly announced that he would retire after 5 more years' 
work. At present, he has to deal with a lot of important party affairs. 

In the future he will hand over even more important practical tasks to Hu 
and Zhao, shifting the burden onto them as early as possible, to insure that 
the line of the 3d plenum of the 11th Central Committee continues forever. 
The 5th plenum of the llth Central Committee revised the party constitution 
and abolished the system of lifelong service actually existing among the 
party cadres. Deng Xiaoping has set a good example in taking the lead in 
striking at the system of lifelong service. He first expressed his desire 
to retire, and before he retires, he is doing well in passing on experience. 
He is highly responsible to the revolution. This will enable revolutionaries 
of the younger generation who are in the prime of life and have both ability 
and political integrity to move up to the first line, and it will also speed 
up the retirement of old cadres whose working capacity has declined and 

who refuse to retire. 
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The establishment of the central secretariat was decided at the Eighth 

Party Congress, and it proved to be an effective and essential system in 

10 years of practice after 1956. Deng Xiaoping's report at the Eighth Party 
Congress on the revision of the party constitution pointed out: "Due to the 
complicated and heavy work of the party and state, the original central organs 
no longer meet the demand," and “the election of the central secretariat will 
make it responsible for handling daily work of the Central Committee under 
the leadership of the Politburo and the Standing Committee of the Politburo." 
The promotion of a group of younger and capable leading cadres this time, 

the election of additional members of the Politburo Standing Committee and 
the revival of the central secretariat are not only aimed at meeting the 
demqnds of the complicated tasks of modernization, but also at insuring the 
long-term stability of collective leadership. 


Deng Xiaoping stressed at the Eighth Party Congress in his report on the 
revision of the party constitution: "Obviously, it is violating the communist 
party's founding principle for an individual to make decisions on important 
issues, and it is certainly a mistake. Only collective leadership which is 
closely linked with the masses complies with the party's principle of democra- 
tic centralism." The serious mistakes made in the Great Cultural Revolution 
could be explained by this speech of Deng Xiaoping. 


The lesson of the Great Cultural Revolution is too profound. In the future, 
policy problems of great importance will all be collectively decided by 

party plenums, by the Politburo and the Standing Committee of the Politburo; 
and specific daily work is to be handled by the secretariat. This will 
prevent an individual from deciding party affairs of varying importance. 

The Politburo is the strategic policy leading organ, and the secretariat is 
the executive organ in practical affairs under the leadership of the Politburo 
and the Standing Committee of the Politburo. The two organs have different 
tasks but both express the principle of collective leadership.

[Text] A Korean war veteran and deputy commander of China's offensive against 
Vietnam early last year has been named chief of the General Staff of the 
Chinese People's Liberation Army, according to a Chinese Foreign Ministry 
spokesman quoted by news agencies from Beijing. 


He is 70-year-old General Yang Dezhi, until recently commander of the Kunming 
military region. 


He succeeds Mr Deng Xiaoping who has held the post since January 1975, 
except for 15 months when he was attacked by the "gang of four." 


The appointment as Beijing's seventh chief of general staff followed 
General Yang's recall from Kunming to join the powerful military affairs 
commission of the party Central Committee. 


The promotion did not come as a surprise. 


General Yang has been known as a most capable warrior though his exploits 
in the earlier part of his career were little known to westerners until the 
Korean War. 


And he is one of a few senior army officers to have been engaged in two 
recent wars and therefore understands fully the superiority of fire power-- 
almost a prerequisite for the post that he is now holding in view of China's 
determination to modernize its national defence and the increasing Soviet 
military threats following the invasion of Afghanistan. 


The younger son of an ironsmith, General Yang joined Chairman Mao Zedong when 
he was 17. 


He rose through the ranks rapidly and by the time he was 21, he was already 
a battalion commander. 


General Yang took part in the long march and during the Sino-Japanese War 
was commander of a military district that embraced Shandong, Hebei and Henan. 


During the liberation war, he saw action in north China and northwest China, 
destroying the Hui army of nationalist General] Ma Hungoa in Ningxia. 
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To Westerners, however, General Yang is best known for a series of battles 
in the early stages of the Chinese participation in the Korean War. 


Ln April 1951 shortly after he crossed the Yalu River, General Yang directed 
an army corps and engaged a United Nations force made up of the American 
Third Division, the British 27th Battalion and the South Korean First Division 
across the Imjin River, 


The famous Gloucester regiment suffered heavily at the hands of Genera Yang's 
forces. 


In the subsequent push towards Seoul, the Chinese volunteers were checked 
at the golden line and lost a strategic area called the "iron triangle." 


However, a stalemate resulted and the battleline changed very slightly in 
the subsequent two to three years. 


General Yang stayed in Korea until 1955 and was for more than six months 
commander of the volunteers on the peninsula. 


On his return from Korea, General Yang went to the Nanjing Military Academy, 
and at the age of 48 took over command of the Jinan Military Region in 
Shandong. 


He remained in that post for 15 years, weathering the cultural revolution, 
and at the end of 1973 was transferred to the Wuhan Military Region. 


When Sino-Vietnamese relations deteriorated in 1978, General Yang was trans- 
ferred to Kunming and towards the end of that year, with General Xu Shiyou 
of Canton region and Gen Xiao Kehua of Chengdu region, he prepared for the 
offensive against Vietnam. 


A special command was set up, with General Xu as the commander, General Yang 
as deputy commander and General Xiao in charge of logistics support. 


That brief three weeks of conflict gave the Chinese their first taste of 
actual battleground conditions since the 1950's and the divisions engaged 
in the war acquitted themselves relatively well. 


After the war, General Yang prepared a full report on the results of the 
offensive detailing the superior qualities of the soldiers as well as their 
shortcomings. 


The report was believed to have been very well received by the Military 
Affairs Commission. 


General Yang's promotion does not mean that Mr Deng, who is also the party 
vice-chairman, the senior vice-premier and a vice-chairman of the military 
commission, had lost his grip on the army, observers said last night. 
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Rather, Mr Deng probably felt he was in full enough control to delegate some 
of his responsibilities to other trusted officers. 


Word of the new PLA chief of general staff renewed speculation on General Xu's 
new post. 


He has been replaced in Canton by General Xiao and is believed to be in 
Beijing. 


It is now increasingly likely that General Xu will be appointed the new 
defence minister, succeeding the aging Marshal Xu Xiangqian. 


General Yang's appointment followed a large-scale reshuffle of military 
personnel that saw changes of command in at least seven of the 11] military 
regions and a new navy commander. 


More changes are expected to be announced in the next few weeks.

HONG KONG PAPER DISCUSSES NEW LANZHOU MILITARY COMMANDER

[Text] Yet another Korean war veteran and a close follower of senior 
Vice-Premier Deng Xiaoping during the liberation war years has been appointed 
commander of one of the 1] major military regions in China, according to 
diplomatic sources in Beijing. 


He is General Du Yide who has just taken over from General Han Xianchu as 
commander of the Lanzhou Military Region in the northwest. 


General Han arrived in Beijing earlier to join the Military Affairs Commission 
as a Standing Committee member. 


General Du's appointment came as a surprise. For more than 20 years he has 
been associated with the navy, having served as a deputy commander and lately 
the navy's political commissar. 


The latest posting brought to eight the number of military regions that has 
a change of command in the past few weeks. 


The other seven are: Beijing, Jinan, Wuhan, Chengdu, Urumqi, Kunming and 
Canton. 


General Du's earlier background is not known but at the height of the 
liberation war in 1947, he was in command of an army corps in The Shanxi- 
Hebei-Henan area and took part in the famous Huaihai battle as part of the 
Second Field Army under the command of Marshal Liu Bocheng and Deng Xiaoping. 


In 1949, his army was credited with the defeat of the nationalist army in 
Sichuan and the liberation of Chongqing (Chunking). 


Four years later, he saw action in Korea and commanded the 12th army of the 
Chinese People's Volunteers. 


His army career came to a close in 1953 when he returned from Korea to join 
the newly created PLA Navy and was stationed in Luda in Liaoning. 
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During the cultural revolution he was purged but was rehabilitated in 1972 
and rejoined the navy as a deputy commander, 


In 1978, he was named the navy's political commissar. 


Like several other new officers, General Du's appointment has yet to be 
officially announced, 


In the past few days, it appears that the practice has been for a government 
spokesman to announce the military appointments before a gathering of 
diplomats. 


And it was through these diplomats that the latest appointments were made 
known to correspondents in the capital. 


On several occasions, a change of command was noticed when a new officer was 
named in a Chinese press report as having taken part in a public function. 


But as one observer noted, the most extraordinary cas° was the disclosure 
of the new navy commander. 


Mr Ye Fei. who has been first political commissar of the navy, was reported 
in a New China News Agency dispatch as having received a prize in a nation- 
wide contest. 


And Mr Ye was described in that dispatch as commander of the navy--the first 
and, it appears up to now, the only official disclosure of his new position.

"BA YI RADIO' VIEWS TRANSFERS OF MILITARY LEADERS 
OW232326 Ba Yi Radio [clandestine] in Mandarin to China 1400 GMT 23 Feb 80 OW 


[Text] The massive transfer of leading military cadres basically conforms 

with the relevant resolution of the CCP Central Committee's Military Commission, 
but it does not completely conform to objective reality. Facts have shown 

that top leading cadres of our army have been transfered from their current 
posts because a certain supreme authority is applying pressure. He appoints 
and removes cadres on the basis of personal loyalty so as to plant his trusted 
followers in army units at and above the division level, consolidate his 
supreme authority and further control the army, using it or coerce the central 
leadership to expel his political enemies. 


The slogan "Replace the old with the new" is justified. Although we need 
veteran cadres' working experience and ability, we have to inject new blood 
into the army and select young and able-bodied cadres. The question is: How 
do we carry out this process of getting rid of the stale and taking in the 
fresh? 


For instance, the air force of the Guangzhou PLA units recently selected more 
than 100 young and capable cadres who were both red and expert to leading 
posts at army, division and regimental levels. This was a correct way. But 
appointing the 70-year-old Comrade Ye Fei as commander of the navy in place 
of Xiao Jingguang is a different thing. In this case, the distrusted is 
replaced by the trusted one, which violates the CCP Central Committee's 
Military Commission's principle on cadre transfer. If Comrade Xiao Jingguang 
really needs to be replaced due to his advanced age, why not select his 
replacement from among younger naval cadres? 


It should also be pointed out that it is extremely erroneous to regard the 
general staff as an independent kingdom and the posts of chief and deputy 
chiefs of the general staff as family heirlooms to be handed down to whoever 
is desirable. Since the majority of the military commission were opposed to 
promoting Yang Dezhi, one should not cling to one's own opinion and act 
wilfully. We should take into account the losses resulting from Comrade 
Yang Dezhi's incorrect policy decision during our army's invasion of Vietnam. 


In short, the practice of making oneself the basis for transfering military 
cadres is a manifestation of the erroneous line which has spread poison for 
decades. This practice is arousing general dissatisfaction among cadres of the 
whole army and is becoming a serious obstacle on our road to the modernization 
of national defense.

AIR FORCE UNIT PROMOTES FLIGHT TRAINING REFORM 
Beijing JIEFANGJUN HUABAO in Chinese No 2, 1980 p 10 
[Article: "Flight Training Reform With an Eye on Future Warfare" ] 


[Text] While a certain air force unit was conducting an on-the-spot demon- 
stration on training reform, wave after wave of fighting eagles [fighter 
planes] flew by at lightning speed. Every spectator was fascinated by the 
performances of eight highly difficult items which went from eight-plane 
formation flying and dual-plan aerial combat to single-plane straight line 
target [shooting] and ground target stunt [shooting]; and from short flight 
line landing and landing in darkness to nighttime-spanning flights. Seeing 
this bustling training ground, many grey-haired veterans filled with emo- 
tions said: "The more this unit flies, the better they get and the people 
are really impressed!" 


Inspired by the spirit of the third plenary session of the llth Party Central 
Committee, this unit boldly conducted tests in training reform. They have 
combined over 200 previous training exercises into eight major ones that 
consist of instrument flying, aerial stunts, aerial target shooting, forma- 
tion flying, aerial combat, interception, air attack and flying maneuvers. 

In light of the fact that tactical training would enable them to master 
tactical skills, they carried out both daytime-spanning and nighttime- 
spanning flights, flew in all kinds of weather conditions and increased 
flying power to perform continuous maneuvers at several altitudes in a 
single climb. Moreover, they also carried out similar reforms in work 
concerning logistics, aircraft maintenance and organization systems. In 

the first 3 months [of reform], the units [dan wei] at the test ground have 
achieved good results in conducting flight training in daylight and low 
visibility weather conditions and in variable weather conditions at night, 
being quick in four ways (quick to take off, quick to assemble to set out 

on a flying mission, quick to intercept and attack an enemy and quick to 
return to base), landing in darkness and holding exercises in new formations. 


In the course of learning, this unit has broadened its test experiences and 
over 100 all-weather pilots have already emerged. No matter if it is in 
daylight or at night, favorable or variable weather conditions, they can 
immediately set out on a mission as soon as order is issued.

BATTLE TO DEFEND BANLAN PREFECTURE DESCRIBED 
Beijing JIEFANGJUN HUABAO in Chinese No 12, 1979 p 14-15 
[Article: "Defensive Battle at Banlan") 


[Text] Im February 1979, during the battle to defend Banlan Prefecture, 
Ningming County, the 2nd Company of a certain regiment of the Guangxi 
Border Defense Units defended its position at Hill 480 and Hill 544, 
engaged in battle with the enemy for more than 50 hours, repelled 12 
enemy attacks, inflicted 70 enemy casualties and won the battle. 


Pre-battle situation: Hills 480 and 544 are located on the south side of 
Banlan, approximately 900 meters from the Vietnamese border, and are the 
high grounds that command over Banlan, On 17 February, after launching 
a surprise attack on a Vietnamese troop's public security depot check 
point, the 2nd Company withdrew to take up a defensive position. The 
deputy company commander led the 3rd Squad to defend Hill 480. Hill 544 
was defended by the 2nd Squad and a reserve unit was formed by the lst 
Platoon. The company command post was set up on Hill 544. The 8th Squad 
took charge of a forward lovk-out position on a certain hill south of 
Hill 480. 


The course of the battle: On 23 February, the enemy bombarded Banlan Pre- 
fecture including Hills 480 and 544 with some 4,000 shells for over five 
hours. At 0800 hours on the same day, under firepower support the enemy 
launched an attack on Banlan from three directions. At approximately 0900 
hours, it crept along the highway toward our look-out position on a certain 
hill south of Hill 480 and was caught unprepared by the 8th Squad's attack. 
At approximately 1000 hours, it tried again to attack the 8th Squad from 
two directions with a force of two platoons. When the 8th Squad leader 
discovered that the enemy was digging 60-m mortar positions on the hillside, 
he immediately gave the order to have them destroyed by rocket launchers. 
When a counterattack of fierce firepower was launched, the enemy fled in 
panic without even dealing a single injury on the 8th Squad. 


At approximately 0100 hours on 24 February, an enemy squad groped its way 
to the front of Hill 544 and one enemy soldier was killed by our look-out 
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position while the rest of the squad fled, At approximately 0400 hours, 

an enemy platoon tried to make a sneak attack on Hill 480 but was dis- 
covered by the 7th Squad which used grenades to force a retreat, Sometime 
after 0700 hours, the enemy launched a number of successive attacks which 
destroyed part of the trenches at Hill 480 and wounded some of our comrades. 
At this critical moment, the deputy company commander led the 8th Squad on 
a pincer counterattack which killed seven enemy soldiers and recaptured 

the position, Sometime after 1000 hours, a reinforced enemy platoon sepa- 
rated into small teams of men, launched its fourth strike at Hill 480 by 
attacking from two directions, while Hill 544 was being bombarded at the 
same time. At this point, the company's reserve unit, the lst Platoon, 
joined the fighting and routed the enemy after a half hour of fierce fight- 
ing. Later on, another enemy platoon charged at Hill 544, but there to 
defend the hill, the 4th Squad, 6th Squad and a heavy machinegun squad 
opened fire simultaneously. Facing this firepower, the enemy was repelled 
and thrown into confusion, In its frantic retreat, it also triggered off 
the mines planted at our front Line position, 


At this time, our troops took full advantage of the combat lull to get 
politically pepped-up, repair fortifications and check over the ammunition 
to get ready for the next round of fighting. Soon after, the enemy again 
launched successive attacks, The party branch of the 2nd Company reiterated 
the fighting slogan "we will defend our position down to the very last man," 
which greatly aroused the men's fighting will. On the 25th, reinforcements 
came when the 2lst Company and a reconnaissance platoon joined the fighting 
and they completely routed the enemy and drive it out of our country's 
territories. 


Important battle experiences: 


1. Set up a carefully planned alert system to place the enemy under close 
surveillance so that its sneak attack would be discovered and smashed 


promptly. 


2. Calmly and bravely annihilate the enemy in close combat so that the 
enemy firepower would lose its effectiveness and the power of our weapons 
would be fully put into good use, 


3. Deploy the reserve unit at the right moment so that any number of enemy 
attacks would be repelled, and the position defended. 


4. Do a good job in motivating the men's fightin will by having cadres 
and party members take the lead in serving as exemplary models for combat 
to the company.

METHODS TO RUN MILITIA TRAINING WELL DISCUSSED 
Rotation Training 
Tianjin TIANJIN RIBAO in Chinese 24 Nov 79 p 3

Coordinates Militia Training With Production--Assign Fewer in More Groups 
and Carry Out Rotation Training") 


[Text] Since April of this year, the armed forces department of Hangu 
Petrochemical Plant in Tianjin has adopted the practice of "recruit fewer 

in more groups and carry out rotation training," and has already held seven 
classes in armed primary militia training, establishing conditions for 
completion of military training tasks by the end of the year. In organizing 
the training, they adhered to the following four points: 


1, They put out "notices to reassure the public," notifying each shop ahead 
of time of the training arrangements for the whole year. The overall require- 
ment is to complete training of armed primary militia and militia cadre by 

the end of the year. The actual number of armed primary militia and militia 
cadre to be assigned to the training course during each period is decided by 
the shop itself. With the shops having the right to make their own decisions, 
it is easier to arrange the shop's overall plan and assign people rationally, 
without affecting production as well as effecting the training well. 


2. They concentrated the training in a long stream, an unbroken line. There 
are five shops in this plant, and the production circumstances of each are 
different. So they determine, during busy periods to assign few of their 
people or none at all, and when work is slack, they assign more people to 

the training. It doesn't matter whether there are few or many in a given 
class, they hold the classes as usual and don't worry about the bother. In 
the fifth training class this year, there were six armed primary militia 
assigned from the whole plant, and they attended class and took training as 
usual, and achieved great success in the training. 
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3. They helped the shops solve production difficulties to create good 
conditions for training. In May of this year the lubricant grease shop 
undertook the task of producing 2,300 tons of lubricating oil, about 30 
percent more than their normal monthly production. Faced with these 
circumstances, they studied the situation together with the militia cadre 
of the shop, inspired the militia of the shop to fight bravely for a month, 
and exceeded the production task. Because of this, the leadership of the 
shop was even more enthusiastic and more supportive of the militia work. 


4, They held an assessment at the conclusion of each training period and 
publicized the results of the assessment. This not only stimulated an 
activist spirit for militia military training, but also helped the shop 
leadership and militia cadres to understand the circumstances of the militia 
military training. 


Political Education Carried Out

[Text] How should we conduct political education in the militia to suit the 
needs of the four modernizations? All this year, we have adhered tightly to 
the party's central tasks, coordinated with the actual work and attitudes of 
the militia, utilized the daily activities of the militia and some of their 
off-duty time, and secured good results with regard to the political 
education of the militia. Our principal methods were: 


1. Keep in mind the correct militia labor attitude. This spring, under 

the influence of an erroneous social trend, an attitude of "go to work but 
don't exert yourself, little work for little money" appeared among individual 
militia members. Aiming at this problem, we organized militia study of the 
accomplishments of the heroes in the self-defense counterattack on the border 
with Vietnam, particularly discussing "What do heroes give their lives for?", 
and "How should the militia devote its efforts to socialist modernization?", 
establishing a socialist labor attitude relatively well among the militia, 
everyone consciously studying the combat heroes, that they (1) were not 
seeking fame and (2) were not seeking advantage, but made great efforts for 
the sake of the four modernizations. In April, the second shop's production 
of Weidening [gastric balm?] fell short by 48 boxes, and 59 militia members 
worked extra shifts and made it up in 3 hours. In August, the first shop 

was given the task of processing Ginseng essence for export, and installation 
of vacuum drying equipment for this was to have taken 3 months. Later, the 
superiors required that it be put into production within 2 months. As a 
result, militia members in the shop lived and ate their meals in the plant, 
worked day and night under the leadership of their company cadre, and finally 
completed the task ahead of schedule. 
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2. Aim at developing in the militia a spirit of building an enterprise with 
arduous efforts. In the movement to economize and develop potential, we 

paid attention to teaching the militia a spirit of arduous struggle and self- 
reliance. To develop potential and increase production, the militia members 
all thought hard, devised methods, and carried out a reform of skills. In 
the past, the gelatin sheets from which capsules were pressed were thrown 
away. Now they are successfully recovered and remade into fresh sheets, 
saving the state more than 200 yuan per day. 


3. Aim to educate the militia to observe labor discipline. At the beginning 
of the year, our plant took on a group of new workers, some of whom were 

also recruited into the militia. However, the labor discipline of some of 
these men was Jax, and there were occurrences of scuffles and verbal abuse. 
To solve this problem, we conscientiously carried out disciplinary training 
in the militia, organized everyone to study how the liberation army always 
obeyed orders in the self-defense counterattack and carried out battlefield 
discipline in a model fashion, resulting in a general raising of organizational 
discipline in the militia. There was one primary militia member who commonly 
went out for a walk upon reporting for work; after training, he made strict 
demands on himself, voluntarily takes on the heaviest tasks in production, 
and always arrives early for training, winning the praise of his comrades. 


4. Aim at improving the militia's sense of strategy. All this year, we have 
combined study of the heroes with observation of maneuvers, carried out 

militia training in situation stretegy, and with an eye to eracing paralysis 

of thought among some of the militia members, raised everyone's sense of 
strategy from three aspects: one is that our four modernizations are being 
implemented in an unsettled international environment, and we must be well- 
prepared to fight to guarantee the four modernizations; two is that although 
there are many new characteristics of modern warfare, the three-in-one system 
of armed forces is not obsolete, and militia are still very important in 
securing a combat victory; three is that we can only develop the full power 

of our existing equipment by establishing a confidence that if we dare to fight 
we must win. All of this stimulated the militia's enthusiasm for hard training 
to increase combat efficiency. As of the present, all of the armed primary 
militia in this plant have basically completed the training time and subjects 
assigned by the superiors. 


Sea Combat Skills Training

[Text] "Proceed from the needs of actual combat, research and find out about 
sea combat skills for the militia.” This is one result obtained from the 
coordination of militia work with the sea transport office armed services 
department in developing discussions on the criterion of truth. 
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The sea transport office is located at the Tanggu Coast Defense, and the 
militia members are involved in sea combat the year round, In the past, 
when arranging for militia training, they simply didn't include those 
subjects of sea training that were not prescribed by the superiors or 
specified by the leadership, and fearing that if they were to carry out this 
sea training, they might fail to complete the other subjects of training 
prescribed by the superiors, they instead worked hard but eared no reward. 


In developing discussions of the criterion for truth, comrades of the armed 
service department started the machine, taking as a theme the question, 
"Should we train in subjects needed in actual combat but not prescribed by 
the superiors?" and developed a discussion. They conscientiously analyzed 
the characteristics of any future combat and the strategic position occupied 
by the marine militia, and felt deeply that we must strengthen the militia's 
training in sea combat skills. A responsible person of the armed services 
department said that in managing the militia, as in doing any other work, we 
must proceed from actual conditions, and must not wait until getting an 
instruction from the superiors before doing anything. This discussion unified 
everyone's thinking. In the past few months they have organized the armed 
primary militia to develop marine reconnaissance training, giving everyone 

an initial grasp of the mission and methods of marine militia reconnaissance: 
how to recognize enemy planes and ships, how to report the enemy situation, 
assessing and dealing with several kinds of circumstances that can occur at 
sea, as well as how to organize and carry out reconnaissance of a specific 
target. This winter they are also preparing to carry out training in ship 
formations, navigation defense, mine laying and mine sweeping.

GUO XINGFU PROMOTES TRAINING METHODS TO MEET MODERN WARFARE

[Text] On the Nanjing Units Infantry School's tactical training grounds, 
we met with Guo Xingfu [6753 5281 4395]. It was especially heartwarming 
to see him again after such a long time. Indeed he looks a lot older than 
before. Yes! A loyal fighter who had bore cruel physical and mental 
suffering under the hands of Lin Biao and the "gang of four" would, of 
course, age much faster than the average person in general. Still, there 
was just no way to destroy a strong-willed revolutionary. 


In March 1979, a decision was made by the party committee of the Nanjing 
Units to rehabilitate Guo Xingfu and he was appointed deputy director of 
the Nanjing Units Infantry School's teaching and research section for 
tactics. During our visit, he spoke to us filled with enthusiasm: "During 
the days when I was under persecution, I felt so anxious and wanted so 
badly to come out to work for the party as soon as possible. Now that the 
party has given me an opportnity to resume work, how can I possibly not 
put forth all my effort to it?" Hearing these touching words, it seems 

as if we were still seeing the Guo Xingfu who developed teaching methods 
during the years of the large-scale military training! One afternoon, while 
Guo Xingfu and other instructors were out in the field giving students 
lessons in antitank warfare, a sudden rain came. An instructor brought 
over a raincoat but he waved him off and said: "How can I wear a raincoat 
when the students are taking their lessons in the rain!" With this he 

went on to explain and demonstrate antitank tactics to the students. 


It is with this kind of enthusiasm of the olden days that Guo Xingfu carried 
out active training of commanders of basic level units with an eye on future 
warfare. On one occasion, the instructors headed a demonstration squad to 
try to give a lesson on "Infantry Squad Offensive Assault." But since the 
hypothetical situation was too simple, they were able to capture the "enemy" 
front line position without running into any "enemy" resistance. Guo Xingfu, 
taking part in the squad's operations, took note of the situation and 
immediately rounded up the instructors to study how to lay stress on the 
training of the "three attacks and three defenses" based on modern warfare 
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characteristics, He said: "In the past, the main point in a squad offensive 
assault was to attack the infantry and the firepower positions, but today 

the enemy is armed with tanks and armored transport vehicles and this has 
brought about great changes in combat methods, Accordingly, our training 
must be in line with these characteristics." What he said opened up the 
instructors’ minds. In accordance with actual needs of combat, they divided 
up operations into sections and carried out exercises individually and in 
coordination, and finally found a number of new combat methods to modify old 
ways of teaching. Guo Xingfu also seriously studied foreign military 
material and by combining it with our army's actual combat experiences, made 
teaching applications. Under the leadership of Guo Xingfu and other 


comrades, a group of young students has made rapid progress in reaching 
maturity. 


Our revisit with Guo Xingfu has enabled us to gain a more in-depth under- 
standing of him. He is totally devoted to the party and displays ardent 
enthusiasm towards revolutionary work.

"GUANGMING RIBAO' DISCUSSES SHORT STORIES ON MILITARY TOPICS

[Text] We are very happy to have read the short story "Anecdotes on the 
Western Front" written by Comrade Xu Huizong that appeared in this January's 
RENMIN WENXUE. It is based on material about the Chinese self-defense 
counterattack against Vietnamese aggression on the western front. It depicts 
six female army telephone operators and a walkie-talkie armyman who were 
tempered into heroes in 17 days during the fight. As a story on war, it 
describes the war itself briefly and matter of factly in a nonextraordinary 
way. It can be said that it depicts the fight that happened on the brink 

of the battlefield. But anyone who has read other stories on military topics 
will find that “Anecdotes on the Western Front" is imbued with more artistic 
appeal and is more interesting. Why is this so? 


I think this is because it vividly portrays the heroic deeds of young men 

and women who had been newly recruited into the army. Particularly interest- 
ing are the fates of armyman Liu Maomei and armywoman Tao Ke--the hero and 
heroine of the story. 


Liu Maomei represents a generation that had been brought up by the so-called 

"“wolfish mistress."' In his childhood, he was as reserved and shy as a girl. 

His father was persecuted to death. In the name of Liu and his younger 

brother, his mother put up a wallposter to draw a clear line to sever 

themselves from their "big renegade" father. As an educated youth, Liu Maomei | 
then settled in the countryside for several years. This totally changed his 
character. His eyesight worsened, he often unbuttoned his military uniform 
and used his cap as a fan. He became a chainsmoker, smoking cigarettes that 
cost over 50 fen a pack. He became cold and indifferent to everything and 
began to speak sarcastically. Although to be able to serve the army is 
generally regarded as glorious and fortunate, his attitude was "if you can 
join the army, why can't I?" 


But this young man, whose soul is full of bloodstained wounds, was full of 
vigor when responding to the bugle call to defend the motherland's four 
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modernizations. In his long letter written to his mother from the front he 
energetically encouraged her to exert herself, heal the wounds of her soul 
and continue to advance, He excused his mother and kissed her goodbye. With 
regard to himself, he said in a letter: "If I were hit by a shell or a 
landmine, | would not consider the injury an injury. Instead I will take it 
as a sigh of glory, and the scar on my body will be but a memento." In the 
battlefield he displayed the character of a revolutionary armyman imbued with 
high consciousness. He braved enemy fire and made himself a human ladder for 
the men of the telephone exchange squad to pass over a barrier. When a 
platoon leader died in the fight, Liu Maomei took his place to command fighters. 
As the fight went on, Liu Maomei's jaw was shattered by a hand grenade, but 
he still murmured to a command post to report the position of a company. He 
did this till he closed his eyes for the last time. He kept the wounds of 
his soul deep in his heart and found the value of life in the battlefield-- 
these are his heroic characteristics which the readers discover only at the 
end. 


Tao Ke represents another young armyperson. She is lovely and pure while her 
thinking and deeds abide by established practice. Her life has been plain- 
sailing and her behavior sometimes naive. During the 10 years of calamity 
that befell China, she was sent to her grandmother in the countryside, where 
she witnessed cruelties that appeared under the socialist system. She saw 
beggars along with veteran generals dismissed from office. But she was then 
too pure and small to understand this reality. She “did not take it seriously 
but regarded it as a joke." She failed to understand clearly the tortuous- 
ness of her country in advancing along the socialist road. Eventually she 
could not understand the wounds that she found in the innerworld of Liu Maomei. 
She once even guarded against and refused to associate with him, only to add 
wounds to the souls of her new comrade-in-arms. But the war made her under- 
stand the world more profoundly and meticulously. Her attitude towards life 
and Liu Maomei also changed. In fact, Tao Ke began to mature after being 
shocked with the sight of the remains of Liu Maomei. She set strict demands 
on herself through military discipline and captured a member of the Vietnamese 
female shockforce, thus becoming a heroine. However, she demanded to stay 
outside the party organization for a certain time so she could join the party 
as a “drop of clean water." All this shows that she was able to shoulder 
heavy tasks. Thus, her lovely character represents an encouraging tendency 

of a new generation of our army who are maturing as valiant fighters. 


The success of the story is that it portrays distinctive characters with a 
sense of reality and modernity. More important is that the writer, through 
the artistic value on his hero and heroine, brought to light in time a theme 
that merits deep considerations on the part of the readers: please bring 
more warmth to those like Liu Maomei! 


Young people like Liu Maomei represent a particular generation of the era. 
During their "growing period, theywere given very little or no consideration 
or concerns by society. [HK281125] On the other hand, they witnessed the 
reality of hatred, killings, the inconstancy of human relationships and 
anarchism. All these made their hearts freeze. They had been cheated by 
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phrases of fake revolution advocated by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" and 
are fed up with empty promises about communism. Even today, they still hate 

to again see those words. But the inner worlds of these young people do not 
mean that they no longer have a will and a sense of justice. The ice in 

their hearts will no doubt melt into buoyant water and they will become a 
generation full of vitality when they are given consideration, warmth and 
help. Of course, they cannot at once be educated into young people like the 
model opera heroine who "stands at a high slope of the mountain, directing 

the advance." At the same time, we must not threaten them as "unorthodox" 

and despise them and force them to change their stubborn characters. The 
story does not tell how to provide Liu Maomei with warmth or how to help 

him. This kind of presentation makes the reader think how urgent such a 
problem as Liu Maomei's was. Under the pen of the writer, Liu Maomei died 

a hero's death with "44 wounds, twice his age as a martyr." However, readers 
are regretful for the scars on the body of the hero who was a "non-party member." 
This artistic presentation makes us feel that the tasks are yet to be finished. 
It is a point of success in ideological artistic creation. 


Artistically speaking, "Anecdotes on the Western Front" has its own charac- 
teristic features. For example, the writer describes arduous struggles in 
the battlefield in a relaxed style to truly present the life of armymen. 
Following are my brief views on military stories. The features of "Anecdotes 
on the Western Front" can be summed up as discarding the format traditionally 
used in the stories on military topics and making a breakthrough in the 
portrayal of personalities. 


If the responsibility of a military historian is to record a battle, then the 
duty of an artist is to portray personalities and set the characters against 
the background of this battle. The characters in "Anecdotes on the Western 
Front" are set against the battlefield in another country. The armymen were 
erecting and checking telephone lines while on the march. Yet the writer 
tried to avoid describing the actions of the fighters. In this story, the 
characters and contradictions do not develop in the battlefield. About one- 
third of the coverage has been devoted to describe minutely and with real 
intentions the thinking, hidden inner worlds, experiences and personal 
character of six female fighters before the fight began. The purpose of such 
a presentation is to make readers familiar with them before they are put into 
the battlefield. The description of the battle in which Liu Maomei died is 
handled in a mind of reiterative style. On the other hand, the writer uses 
much space to describe the long letter that is written by Liu Maomei from the 
battlefield. Such a writing style reveals Liu Maomei's particular life and his 
inner world. The letter educated Tao Ke and helped her develop her character. 
"Anecdotes on the Western Front" is impressive because the writer has so 
ingeniously described the encounters and fates of several characters. It is 
true that a story on a military topic naturally describes the situation of 
one or several battles, but such descriptions can only serve to describe 

part of the fates of the heroes or heroines and to portray their characters. 
But some works are concentrated on the stories themselves while the characters 
are used only to link the plots of the stories. Such artistic works fail to 
grasp the artistic significance of the stories and eventually describe the 
scenes of fightings in affected ways. The impressions left over by such

work. to the readers are only one or two thrilling scenes or the shouts of 
"charge! Kill!" Such works leave no deep impressions on the readers. They 
have no vitality and will affect the reader's interest in military stories. 
[lt is regretable that such stories have been continuously written. 


The heroes in "Anecdotes on the Western Front" are not presented with their 
"heroic deeds" preconceived, In this story there are no endless quibblings 
over a chance to join a battle, no scenes of how the army repulsed repeated 
enemy attacks and of how the wounded soldiers refused to leave the front. 

The writer of “Anecdotes on the Western Front" did not use these "all-purpose" 
building blocks. On the contrary, he started to portray the characters 
through their typical deeds. These heroes completed their heroic deeds by 
relying on their power and through outstanding stamina. The writer has 
prominently portrayed several young female soldiers who joined the battle 

for the first time. They cannot be portrayed as angels who never made mis- 
takes or gods who can head off disasters. Some "spice" has been added to these 
girls by the writer, that is that they are more or less afraid of war. Such 
description is important to bring more of a sense of reality because it is 
generally known that heroes who do not know fear in any place or any time 

can only be found in fairy tales. Just imagine when an armywoman of "peace- 
ful time" marched into the battlefield for the first time and had to follow 
guns and tanks to attack vicious enemies. No doubt she was afraid. Yet it 

is admirable that they could overcome fear in their fight for justice. 
Although the material used by the writer to portray these heroines cannot be 
used for a "stage" performance, it has deeply impressed the readers with 
artistic reality. [HK281130] Who can say these characters are not lovely 

and admirable when we see these young women fighters, who “are always 

cracking sunflower seeds and spitting the skins of the seeds through windows," 
go to have their hair cut in the style of sportswomen after they hear the 

news that they are going to the battlefield, when we see three of them later 
carrying out their task and coming across several Vietnamese invader corpses, 
encouraging each other and dashing forward after passing the corpses and when 
we see a woman fighter by the name of Lu Man persisting in marching forward 
and climbing trees to set up telephone lines when she is sweating abnormally.... 
The writer is well aware of the high artistic value of these particular scenes 
and characters. The deeds of these heroines can be matched with several 
heroic fighters who embraced each other at Mashihshan to listen to their squad 
leader after he had thrown their last land-grenade, and with a red armyman 

who saved his comrade-in-arms from a mire during the long march but sank 
himself into it never to appear again. "Anecdotes of the Western Front" 
appropriately portrays the heroic image of these women fighters through their 
own deeds. After the criticism of "Summary," all writers in the army have 
been trying hard in their short stories to portray heroic images with high 
artistic value. However, they have failed. The portrayal in “Anecdotes on 
the Western Front" has pioneered this creation. 


Comrade Xu Huizong jvined the army in the self-defense counterattack against 
the Vietnamese aggressors. On two occasions he lived with the fighters for 
quite a long time. This enabled him to write "Anecdotes on the Western Front" 
as an example for other short stories dealing with military topics, I congra- 
tulate him on his success. I also hope that all other stories on military 
topics will start afresh with the example of "Anecdotes on the Western Front" 
and make a greater breakthrough in creative endeavor.

HAINAN MILITIA CIRCULAR--Hainan Administrative Office and Hainan Military 
District recently issued a joint circular on deciding to hold the fifth 
regional representative meeting of militia to sum up experience in 
strengthening the building of militia and to commend progressive models.

STALIN'S PHILOSOPHICAL THOUGHT REVIEWED 


Beijing ZHEXUE YANJIU [PHILOSOPHICAL RESEARCH] in Chinese No 12, 25 Dec 79

[Text] 21 December 1979 marks Comrade Stalin's 100th birthday anniversary. 

He devoted nearly 60 years to the revolution and published many works on 
philosophy and his experiences in revolution and construction. The theore- 
tical legacy he left behind after his death is very valuable to us. "All 
depends on condition, place and time" is a famous proverb left behind by 

him, a proverb which was once popular with our philosophers and other 

comrades in charge of practical work. But this proverb was forgotten in 

the years when Lin Biao and the "gang of four” were in power. During these 
years, some people even argued that neither theoretical research work nor 
practical work was dependent on condition, place and time. If anyone proposed 
any new theory, political line, principle and policy to replace the old ones 
because of changes in condition, place and time, he would be accused of 
practicing "revisionism" or committing a towering crime. After an in-depth 
criticism of the ultra-left line of Lin Biao and the "gang of four," and a 
review of Stalin's philosopical thought, we felt that his thesis on condition, 
place and time remains valid even today as a guide in carrying out our 
theoretical research work and practical work. 


"Materialist Logic Is Better Than Any Other Logics" 


A correct understanding of the political line is a key to the correct understanding 
of the objective world and to the accurate assessment of the objective political 
and economic situation and a basis for a proletarian political party to 

formulate a correct political line, principle and policy. Dialectical- 
materialist epistemology or the Marxist theory of knowledge holds that human 
knowledge is a reflection of the objective world on the basis of practice, 

1 point consistently emphasized by Stalin during his lifetime. Theoretically, 

he persisted in this epistemological line. In 1952, he published a work 

entitled "Soviet Socialist Economic Problems" emphasizing this matter and 
severely repudiating all absurdities and behaviors betraying this epistemological 
Line, 
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In his "Philosophical Notes,"' Lenin regarded the objective observations or 
surveying the objective world as it is, not as it should be, as one of 16 
essentials of dialectics. This is the principal difference between materialist 
dialectics and Hegel's idealist dialectics. Stalin held that all elements, 
including natural phenomena and social events, are interrelated and inter- 
dependent and are parts of an organic body; this logical manifestation of 
their intrinsic nature is the first law under heaven; human knowledge is a 
logical reflection of the objective world. He also stated: essentially, 
the Marxist dialectics ans "viewing nature and human society as a single 
body in which all elerer 3 are interrelated and interdependent and interact 
on each other. ("Dia ec ical Materialism and Historical Materialism") His 
assertion that "all ¢ » ads on condition, place and time" philosophically 
means that all phenom 4. and historical upheavals or movements should be 
analyzed and assessed in a way that takes into account related conditions or 
factors instead of personal views and moral principles. He said: human 
knowledge on an element, its movement, its quantitative and qualitative 
changes, its growth and disappearance and the internal contradictions that 
permeate the entire process of its development comes from an objective analysis 
of its intrinsic nature. An observation of an event without taking into 
account its related factors--time and space--and its surrounding environment 
will only lead to a subjective and one-sided understanding rather than a 
correct understanding of it. Stalin called this one of the essentials of 
materialist dialectics. 


All phenomena we face in the world represent different forms of matter on 
constant move and are interrelated and interact on each other. This is the 
law governing the movement of matter. In other words, matter changes its 
relations and course of movement from time to time and from place to place 
and under specific conditions. For example, in the Soviet Union the demo- 
cratic revolution developed into the socialist revolution while this could 
not occur in Western Europe; commodity production in feudal society could not 
avoid developing into capita’ism, while this is unlikely to happen under the 
socialist system. Stalin described such developments as a logic that exists 
in any individual elements, This logic or law governing the development of 
all elements in the universe is "an objective process independent of man's 
will.” "As soon as man discovers this law, he should come to understand it, 
study it, put it into practice and apply it for the benefit of society. But 
he can neither change nor rescind it nor formulate and invent new scientific 
laws." ("Soviet Socialist Economic Problems") While leading the socialist 
revolution and construction, a proletarian political party must be able to 
distinguish such law from the political line, decrees, policies, plans of the 
party and state power, and must regard the former as a basis for developing 
the latter, in order to avoid putting human will power in command of everything. 
Stalin criticized those erroneous viewpoints held by some people that a 
proletarian state and its leaders seemed capable of "formulating" and "creating' 
new laws under the socialist conditions because they deprived such laws of 
their objective nature. Meanwhile, the political line, decrees and policies 
formulated by the proletarian state and the force at its core--the Communist 
Party--must correctly reflect the objective needs of society. Otherwise, 
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normal social order would be disrupted. In this connection, he pointed out: 
"There are subjective and objective aspects of the proletarian movement. The 
subjective aspect here undoubtedly refers only to the strategic and tactical 
activities. The objective aspect is a process which occurs outside the 
proletariat, which is independent of its political party's will and which 
ultimately decides the course in which a society develops." ("Collection of 
Stalin's Works," Vol 5, p 50) The proletarian political party must work out 

a strategy and tactic with the aim of speeding up and controlling this process, 
and coordinating its subjective aspect with objective aspect and helping it 
achieve its maximum effect. Although this strategy and tactic cannot change 
the objective course of the movement, it can speed up or slow down the movement 
or guide it to success or failure. Therefore, a correct and perfect strategy 
and tactic and plan are vital to any movement. 


Stalin often told the masses celebrating the "October Revolution" that the 
victory of the revolution was not a fruit created by any political party or 
its great leaders but a logical development of an event; the Bolsheviks 

and their leader Lenin had been instrumental in controlling this development 
and leading the revolution to victory. As everyone knows, the main force that 
brought the February Revolution of 1917 to a successful conclusion was made 
up of workers and peasants. But finally, the fruits of this revolution were 
usurped by the bourgeoisie led by Milyukov and Kerensky. After Milyukov and 
Kerensky came to power, the country suffered miserably from the war, the 
economy was on the verge of collapse, food shortage was acute, and the 
Russian Army on the front was defeated and disintegrated. But the bourgeois 
government still took a strong stand in favor of continuing the war and in 
opposition to the conclusion of a peace treaty, despite its inability to solve 
the political and economic crises at home. After analyzing the objective 
situation and subjective conditions, the Bolsheviks led by Lenin proposed 
that a new socialist revolution was the only path for the country to quit 

the war and extricate itself from that economic predicament. This right 
decision by the Bolsheviks later forced the Mensheviks, opponents of the 
"October Revolution," to acknowledge it as an "inevitable course of history." 
In this connection, Stalin pointed out: "Life is an education capable of 
converting even the most incorrigible persons. Materialist logic is better 
and more powerful than any other logics (including the logic of Mensheviks)." 
("Collection of Stalin's Works," Vol 4, pp 122, 125) This scientific wisdom 
and courage displayed by the Bolsheviks led by Lenin drew from their correct 
assessment of events on the basis of the materialist logic. 


People can neither make history with imagination nor do so as they wish. When 
taking up a new post, they will have to face a new condition there. All great 
leaders and political parties should be well prepared to deal with this new 
condition, and must prove themselves capable of changing and adapting them- 
selves to it. The "theory that everything is conditional” is a correct and 
materialist concept. Criticism of this theory will lead to idealism. It is 
unwise to put subjective factors and subjective functions in contravention of 
objective conditions. "History is created by those who are capable of 
accurately assessing and changing existing conditions." ("Collection of 
Stalin's Works" Vol 13, pp 94-95) 
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"Caretully Listen to Opinions on Practice, Experience" 


"All depends on condition, place and time," But this does not mean that they 
are not subject to changes. These are factors which never stop changing and 
developing. For this reason, the scientific truth which reflects them is only 
a relative truth, Stalin pointed out: all elements are interrelated and 
interact on each other; their vicissitudes continue to take place sad therefore 
should be regarded as an inevitable objective process of development. How to 
correctly reflect this process is the concern of science, A scientist is 
fearless and will never hesitate to discard the obsolete theories and ideas 
and to replace them with new ones, "Science means courage to reject the cult 
of worship, to overthrow or throw away unwanted things, and to list«n to 
opinions on practice and experiences carefully. 


If science is divorced from practice and experience, how can it deserve to be 
called science?" ("Problems of Leninism,"' p 594) In a speech encouraging 
scientists to smash the shackles of the old traditions, Stalin said: "Although 
scientists are well aware that some old traditions are still useful and 
valuable to science, they still do not want to be their slaves. They should 
show courage and determination to break with the old traditions, old conven- 
tions and old policies whenever they become obstacles to progress, and to 
replace them with new ones."' ("Speech at a Kremlin Reception for Educators 
From Institutions of Higher Learning") He warmly praised those scientists who 
were determined to "destroy the old and establish the new in defiance of all 
difficulties" as "scientific heroes capable of blazing new trails in science." 
He also spoke highly of Lenin and his scientific workstyle of seeking truth 
from facts, and his ability to adjust the line, principles and policies of 

the party and state to the needs of new situation, new place and new time. 

His most notable contributions to his nation came after the Soviet people 
defeated the foreign armed intervention and ended the civil war. At that 
time, he proposed to shift the focus of the party's central task to socialist 
economic construction, to su. stitute the surplus grain collection system for 
food tax and the wartime communist policy for a new economic plan, thus pre- 
venting the worker-peasant alliance from falling apart, and enabling the 
war-torn economy to regain strength and develop anew. 


Stalin devoted several decades to the revolutionary activities. As the 
situation changed, he concentrated on reviewing the old theories, principles 
and policies that could not be used to meet new demands and formulating new 
ones to replace them. As everyone knows, Stalin was a renowned authority on 
the problem of nationalities. After his relatei theory and proposal were 
made known, he was praised by Lenin as the no 1 Marxist theorist. But when 
this theory was cited by someone after the "October Revolution," Stalin said 
that that theory was no longer valid, adding: "It was wrong to quote other 
people's speeches without paying attention to their validity in terms of 
space, time and historical environment. A practice like that was a violation 
of the most fundamental dialectical requirements. He seemed unaware that a 
correct statement in a specific period of history might become incorrect in 
another period of history." ("Collection of Stalin's Works," Vol 7, p 185) 
After the "October Revolution,"' Stalin described the contradiction between 
the two antagonistic camps--capitalism and socialism--as the axis of the 
world life and a problem which could not be resolved until a winner emerged. 
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After someone cited this thesis by saying that the contradiction between 
capitalism and socialism was more acute than that among the capitalist countries 
themselves during the postwar period, Stalin said: "This viewpoint is correct 
from the purely theoretical standpoint. But sometimes, it is not applicable 

to the actual situation. The contradiction among the capitalist countries was 
actually sharper than that between the capitalist and socialist camps. For 
example, when capitalist Germany first declared war on the United Kingdom, 
France and the United States and then on the Soviet Union, the three capitalist 
countries did not join Hitler but formed an anti-German alliance with the 
Soviet Union. ("Soviet Socialist Economic Problems") The aforementioned fact 
shows that Stalin always wanted to pay attention to the three constantly 
changing factors--condition, place and time, viewing all theories as products 
of specific times, and believing that a correct theory at one time would 
become invalid at another time. 


The assertion that "all depends on condition, place and time" should not be 
interpreted as a demonstration of wishful thinking. Only by constantly 
Listening to opinions on practice can we increase our knowledge of the objec- 
tive world. Stalin held that the party should adjust it principles and policies 
to the needs of changing situation, place and time or change them as social 
practice changes. For example, during World War II, Stalin cooperated with 
the United Kingdom, France and the United States in forming a united anti- 
fascist front and in opening the second front igainst Germany in Europe. He 
also moved to dissolve the Third International in order to secure the greatest 
support for the struggle to isolate and defeat the fascist group. If he had 
adhered to the old theories, formulas and policies, he would not have played 
such a great role in winning the war. He pointed out: "any tendency to 
preserve the old policies under the new conditions is not only unreasonable 
but also a violation of dialectics." ("Collection of Stalin's Works," Vol 13, 
p 66) 


As everyone knows, the Communist Party of the Soviet Union led by Stalin 

was confronted with a very backward economy, science and technology during 

the socialist construction. Quick efforts had to be made to change this 
condition, to accelerate the development of the national economy, and to 
increase the labor productivity so that the laboring people's living standards 
could be improved and the Soviet Union's international obligations could be 
fulfilled. To achieve this goal, the Soviet Union should apply advanced 
technology and equipment to transfccm various sectors of its national economy. 
But at that time, there existed in the party an erroneous tendency. Many 
leaders in charge of economic work neglected the importance of science and 
technology, which they argued could in no way play any effective role in 

the economic construction. They were content to be unprofessional, and were 
unwilling to do anything else except to sign a few official documents every 
day. This bad workstyle rendered the party impotent and ineffective in leading 
the economic, scientific and technical work. In light of this situation, 
Stalin delivered a speech in early 1931 entitled "On Economists' Obligations," 
emphasizing the development of technology as an urgent task that the party 

had to face and an important policy during the period of reforming the national 
economy. Stalin sharply pointed out that backwardness would invite disasters. 
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Only by applying advanced science and technology well could the Soviet Union, 
which at that time lagged 50 to 100 years behind the advanced countries, catch 
up with them in the next 10 years and transform its backward economy into an 
advanced one. He also called on all leading groups, especially those comrades 
in charge of economic work, to "receive technical training, master technology 
and transform themselves into professionals." In this connection, he said: 
"As soon as we achieve this, we will be able to develop our economy at a 
speed we never before dreamed of."" After this policy was adopted and put 

into effect, the technical transformation of all sectors of the national economy 
picked up speed. By the end of 1934, many machine-building industries includ- 
ing tractors, motor vehicles, tanks and aircraft developed rapidly in the 
Soviet Union. 


This remarkable progress in the technical field laid a firm foundation for 

the Soviet Union to defeat Hitler's Germany and to prevent it from subjugation 
a few years later. On the other hand, some people inside and outside the 
party believed that if the Soviet Union could produce enough machines, every 
problem would be solved. But they overlooked the fact that many machines, 
including that advanced equipment imported from the West, were junked because 
there were not enough trained technicians around to maintain them and keep 
them in good shape, thus adding a great cost to the country. Aware of this 
shortcoming, Stalin called for "training technicians and professional cadres 
capable of skillfully applying advanced technology," stressing: technology 
would become worthless if there were no one to apply it; personnel could be 
trained to master technology and to perform miracles. He declared that his 
country was now in great need of personnel, cadres, and skilled workers capable 
of applying and developing technology. ("Problems of Leninism," p 581) He 
severely criticized those inept bureaucrats for taking an apaythetic and 
passive attitude toward the training of personnel, while calling on the nation 
to pay serious attention to the problems of cadres and shortages of technicians. 


Stalin pointed out that the party's strategy under the specific condition, 

and in the specific place and time was to find and grasp the key link in a 
bulky machine so that it could move the machine to a designated place whereby 
it could be used to solve problems. ("Collection of Stalin's Works," Vol 12, 

p 171) During the period of socialist construction, Stalin grasped well two 
key links in the economic machine, namely, technicians and cadres. He also 
encouraged the vast numbers of workers, peasants, and intellectuals in the 
Soviet Union to study science and technology and to transform themselves into 
technicians capable of applying advanced technology to speed up the development 
of industry, agriculture and national defense construction. 


Stalin never hesitated to throw away everything that was obsolete, unwanted 
theories, slogans, principles, and policies, and replace them with new ones 
which reflect vitality and dynamic social developments. This is the first 
law under heaven but it is inacceptable and intolerable to those who never 
wanted to give up their old ideas, and who always looked for an excuse to 
reject the new theories and policies. 
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"Upholding Marxist Stand Does Not Mean Resting One's Laurels on Marxist Terms" 


The basic Marxist theories and principles can neither be violated nor discarded, 
The belief that the economic and political liberation can be achieved and 
socialism can be realized by the proletariat and laboring people without 
carrying out the revolution and without overthrowing the old economic system 
of exploitation of man by man and its political superstructure is in every 
sense a demonstration of right opportunism. However, upholding the basic 
Marxist theories and principles does not mean merely memorizing the Marxist 
phrases, but applying them to analyze and resolve specific problems. Only 
by doing can we truly uphold and put Marxism into practice. Unfortunately, 
these basic Marxist principles had been discarded by the "left" opportunists 
and dogmatists along with the dialectical-materialist theory of knowledge. 


Stalin once pointed out: during the Russian revolution, both Bolsheviks and 
Mensheviks claimed themselves "true Marxists" and worked under the same banner 
of Marxism. But their opinions on Marxism and its application were pcles 
apart. ("Collection of Stalin's Works," Vol 4, p 272) Although Mensheviks 
flaunted the same banner of Marxism, they were not interested in delving 

deep into its substance. They were contented with only quoting the Marxist 
perases and with condensing the widely applicable revolutionary Marxist 
principles into stereotyped formulas. Before taking any actions, they often 
looked for guides from overly quoted Marxist terms and phrases and notable 
historical examples rather than fromcurrent experiences and practices and 
analyses of actual conditions. For example, they urged that the All-Russian 
Workers' Party should develop through the trade unions and their economic 
struggle with the employers and the government, as its counterparts in the 
West did in the wake of the bourgeois revolution. But they overlooked the 
fact that conditions that were available in the West did not exist in auto- 
cratic Russia where any reconciliation between the proletariat and the 
bourgeoisie was ruled out following a series of bitter struggles between 
them. Mensheviks also rejected Lenin's teaching that the proletariat should 
assume the leadership over the Russian democratic revolution on the ground 
that Marx and Engels never mentioned anything like that. But they failed to 
realize that in Russia where the conditions were not the same as they were in 
the West (for example, France and Germany), the proletar’ain political party 
was more united than its bourgeois counterpart, and the bourgeoisie hated 

the proletariat more than it hated the landlords and the autocratic government. 
Stalin called these Mensheviks who drew their guides in action from Marx's 
specific conclusions or historical examples adherents to the Marxist stand 
who rested their laurels on the Marxist terms and phrases. ("Collection of 
Stalin's Works," Vol 4, p 277) Contrary to this behavior, Bolsheviks worked 
hard and studied diligently in order to digest the substance of Marxism. 

They concentrated their attention on "applying the Marxist principles and 
method in a way appropriate to a specific environment or in a flexible manner." 
In other words, their guide in action came from their assessment of their 
surrounding conditions. "Their basis for action was their practical exper- 
iences rather than quotations or a famous maxim from Marx. They always used 
their experiences as abasis for surveying every step they took and constantly 
reminded themselves of mistakes they made and taught others to avoid them so 
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that they could turn over a new ieaf in life." ("Collection of Stalin's Works," 
Vol 4, p 272, 273) Only in this way can Marxism preserve its vitality. Lenin 
was a model in this repsect, For example, he strongly urged his country to 
sign the Treaty of Brest-Litovst with Germany with harsh terms unfavorable to 
his side in order to preserve the young Soviet political power at a crucial 
moment of intensified imperialist armed intervention. In view of Soviet 
economic and technological backwardness, he also favored trade with the 
capitalist West and the lend-lease policy in an effort to restore the ruined 
Soviet economy. A solution to this economic problem did not come from just 
quoting the Marxist phrases, but from the implementation of a specific policy 
formulated in line with the Marxist world outlook, which took into account 

the long-term and short-term interests and conditions at that time. Stalin 
portrayed Lenin as a leader who never wanted to "be a slave of the Marxist 
terms,'' who neither confused the Marxist terms with the substance of Marxism 
nor regarded it as a form of dogmatism, But Lenin was capable of applying 
Marxism as a basic method for solving problems under the new conditions. 


While leading the Soviet people in carrying out the socialist transformation 
and construction, the CPSU led by Stalin could neither look for guidance from 
history nor search for any instructions on building socialist society from 
Marx and Engels. It had no alternative but to apply the Marxist stand, 
viewpoint and method to develop a sound Marxist policy on the basis of the 
needs of the Soviet Union. 


As everyone knows, Engels once predicted that the private ownership of the 
means of production would be converted into public ownership and the law of 
value of commodities would be invalidated as soon as the socialist revolution 
won victory in most of the world's advanced countries. But Lenin and Stalin 
insisted that rather than abrogating the system of commodity production, the 
Soviet Union must do everything possible to develop commodity production on a 
greater scale than in autocratic Russia's era. In this way, they had made a 
contribution to the development of Marxism both in theory and practice. One 
day when someone quoted Engels by saying: "Once society takes over the means 
of production, the system of commodity production will be abrogated along 
with the domination of euirepreneurs over workers" ("Selected Works of Marx 
and Engels,"' Vol 3, p 323), implying that the Soviet Union made a mistake in 
preserving the system of commodity production, Stalin pointed out: "Any 
economic law is valid only in a specific period of history. It would become 
invalid and disappear under the new economic conditions."" In a society where | 
the "system of ownership by all people" exists along with the “system of 
collective ownership," the system of commodity production, the only mode of 
production acceptable to workers and peasants, should be preserved as a link 
of contact between urban and rural areas and between the industrial and 
agricultural economies. In view of this, the assumption that the system of 
commodity production would lead to the emergence of capitalism under all 
conditions is untrue. 


Any economic system has specific reasons for its existence and development. 

In a society where the private ownership of the means of production and the 
labor-management system have been eliminated and the labor force is no longer 
regarded as a form of commodity, the system of commodity production is unlikely 
to link up with capitalism. On the contrary, it will play a role in serving 
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socialism in a specific period of history. In this connection, "the system 

of commodity production should in no way be regarded as something that can 
exist independently from the related economic conditions." ("Soviet Socialist 
Economic Problems") The same is true of the law of value. Stalin pointed 

out: the law of value under the specific conditions could play a positive 

role in the circulation of commodities and in production, and is vital to the 
economic accounting of profits, production costs, and prices. For this reason, 
every enterprise must emphasize the importance of the law of value to the 
organization of production, to the accurate calculation of output, to the 
tapping of production potentials and to any other efforts aimed at improving 
production methods, lowering production costs, and increasing enterprise 
profits. Stalin urged the socialist economists to study the role of the law 

of value under the socialist system and to widely apply it. He called this 
“the best form of education in action which will help cadres in charge of 
economic work grow in maturity rapidly and will quickly convert them into 

true leaders on the socialist production front at the present stage of history." 
("Soviet Socialist Economic Problems"') 


Stalin portrayed those who formulated theories, principles and policies in a 
way that took into account the changing condition, place and time as well as 
practical experiences in socialist production as true adherents to the Marxist 
stand. The application of the economic iaws is not a compilation of the 
individual Marxist phrases or a collection of analogical examples from history, 
but a task that must take into account related factors including condition, 
place and time. If everything can be done without the assistance of well~ 
organized systems, all branches of science will have to go out of business 
sooner or later. In the mid and late 1920's a debate developed in the Soviet 
Union over whether a single country could build socialism alone and over how 

to apply Marxism-Leninism. Zinoviev and others accused anyone of being a 
revisionist for trying to revise some Marxist-Leninist formulas and principles, 
and replace them with new ones. At that time, Stalin delivered a series of 
speeches and published a number of works. Among them were "Basis of Leninism," 
"A Few Questions of Leninsim" and a speech at the Seventh Enlarged Plenary 
Session of the Executive Council of the Communist International. Stalin 
debated Zinoviev and others by stating: Threatened to be accused as revision- 
ists, few would like to develop Marxism in a creative way. After describing 
how Engles changed manuscripts by Marx and how Lenin changed manuscripts by 
Marx and Engels, Stalin repeatedly stated: Marxism is a branch of science. 
Continuous efforts must be made to develop it and enrich it with new exper- 
iences and make its formulas more perfect. To this end, some classic Marxist 
tormulas, principles and conclusions must be revised and replaced with new 
ones. In short, Marxists should seek truth not only from books but also 

from facts as well. When a theory cannot reflect new developments, efforts 
must be made to revise it. Otherwise, the people would have no choice but 

to distort facts in order to defend it. If this sincere scientific approach 

to Marxism is called a revisionist approach, Marxism would become a laughing stock 
a dead dogmatism, and an absurdity in the world. Stalin said: "Efforts must 
be made to develop and enrich Marxism with new experiences, and new knowledge. 
As the time moves forward, some Marxist formulas and conclusions have to be 
revised and replaced by new ones in order to meet the new historical demands. 
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Marxism holds that there is no single formula or conclusion that is not subject 
to changes. Marxism is an enemy of dogmatism." ("Marxism and Linguistic 
Problems") Stalin urged the people to apply Marxism in a creative way that 
takes into account actual conditions in the Soviet Union instead of being 
content with quoting individual phrases from the Marxist works. This 

assertion led the group represented by him to victory over another group 

during a debate over how to apply Marxism, thus opening a path for a single 
nation to build socialism. Although the Soviet Union at that time made some 
mistakes, its outstanding achievements in socialist revolution and construction 
shocked many capitalist countries, achievements which were inseparable from 
Stalin's scientific attitude with which to interpret Marxisms. In an attempt 
to usurp the party and state power, the "gang of four" distorted history by 
alleging: "Envels acted upon the principles laid down by Marx after his death; 
and Stalin acted upon the principles laid down by Lenin after his death. This 
was a deliberate attempt to distort history and a slander against the writers 
of the classic Marxist works. If Stalin really had done just as the "gang 

of four" said or "faithfully acted upon Lenin's instructions" just as Lin 

Biao once alleged, the Soviet Union would have been unable to move an inch 
forward in the socialist revolution and construction. That scientific socialism 
invented by Marx and Engels under the capitalist conditions was only a scientific 
prediction of a future society. They could not possibly paint for us a detailed 
picture of how the socialist society really looks, and how socialism should be 
practiced after the seizure of the political power by the proletariat. Nor 
could we expect them to do that job for us, because the society of their time 
had no such thing as the practice of socialism. After the "October Revolution," 
Lenin carefully and repeatedly studied the problem of socialism and practiced 
it on an experimental basis. This was a very valuable contribution to the 
development of socialism. But he did not personally watch the socialist 
transformation and massive socialist construction take place, and therefore, 
his theory on socialism was only a prognostication that needs to be further 
developed and verified by the succeeding generations through practice. Accord- 
ing to the Marxist theory of knowledge, a correct understanding of a constantly 
changing situation calls for efforts to keep in close touch with reality. We 
must rely on collective wisdom and the broad masses instead of a few leaders 

or wise men to attain this goal. In this connection, Stalin pointed out: 
"Official positions themselves cannot provide knowledge and experiences. 
Ordinary people sometimes are more privy to the truth than the high-level 
government organizations." The myth that "authority means truth" and that 

"the higher an official's position, the more truths he has at this fingertips" 
remains a myth that is incompatible with the dialectical-materialist theory 

of knowledge. But this myth is useful to those high-ranking officials unwilling 
to learn from the masses, including experts in all trades and professions. 
Stalin urged the high-ranking officials to keep in close touch with objective 
reality so that they could exercise a correct leadership over the nation, 
adding: "The exercise of correct leadership requires not only experiences 
acquired by the leaders but also experiences accumulated by the masses, party 
members, the working class and people from all other walks of life. Only 

thus can a leader's experience be replenished and enriched." ("On Shortcomings 
of Party Work and Method for Eliminating the Double-Dealing Trotsky Faction") 
According to Stalin, only in this way can a leader provide correct leadership 
for his nation from the standpoint of the Marxist principles.

Like any other great man, Stalin was not perfect. There were imperfections 
and errors in his works on philosophical theory and its practice. Among them 
was his philosophical work entitled "Dialectical Materialism and Historical 
Materialism,' wnichsums up and conveys the essence of Marxist philosophy and 
dialectical and historial materialism in layman's terms easily understood by 
the masses. However, there were some defects and errors in it. For example, 
in his discussion on four characteristics of materialist dialectics, he failed 
to emphasize its quintessence--the law of the unity of opposites--while paying 
attention only to the struggle between two contradictory aspects. In his 
discussion on the relationship between the system of production and productive 
forces in socialist society, he preponderantly emphasized "complete harmony" 
rather than contradictions between them. After this work was published, 
researchers and educators and philosophers in the Soviet Union condensed its 
substance into dogmatic formulas, and used them as a basis for interpreting 
and connoting works by Marx, Engels and Lenin and for describing and explaining 
the history of philosophy and the party's principles and policies. 


Consequently, the originally lively academic discussions on philosophy and 
science were stifled and subdued. This academic style later made its influence 
felt in China's philosophical circles. The tendency to condense Stalin's works 
into dogmatic formulas was a violation of his assertion that "all depends on 
condition, place and time." This indicates that any philosophical thought 
tends to develop into stereotyped formulas if it is not treated as a world 
outlook and methodology for assessing and analyzing problems. This is one 

of the meaningful conclusions I have drawn from studying and analyzing Stalin's 
philosophical thought.

"RENMIN RIBAO' DISCUSSES INHERITANCE RIGHTS IN CHINA

[Text] Property inheritance (generally shortened to inheritance) is the 
transference of the property of the deceased to others. Inheritance is of 
concern to the immediate interests of the broad masses of people, and we must 
deal with the problem properly according to legal and government policy. 


There are people who say that since we are a socialist state practicing 
distribution according to work, why worry about the rights of inheritance? 
The need for the rights of inheritance is not determined by the people's 
subjective desires but by objective economic conditions. First, personal 
property in a socialist system is obtained through distribution according 

to work and by other means within the law to satisfy the people's material 
and cultural needs. Article 9 in our country's constitution stipulates: 
"The state guarantees the citizen's rights of ownership associated with his 
means of livelihood including his income, savings and house." Since it 
protects the rights of ownership of the means of livelihood, this obviously 
includes the right of inheritance. The latter is a natural consequence of 
the former. When a citizen dies his belongings can be bequeathed to his 
lawful successors or be distributed as specified in his will. Otherwise, 
the protection afforded to the rights of ownership of the individual 

citizen is not complete. Second, although the household is no longer the 
economic unit for production, it is still an economic unit of consumption. 
Within the framework of distribution according to work, the income of those 
family members who are capable of working constitutes their source of liveli- 
hood and for all the household dependents. The part of the socialist 
products which the worker receives as his pay is for the household unit to 
spend. The household is the intermediary between socialist distribution and 
individual spending. Looking after the young and the old--supporting those 
members of the household who are either incapable or not yet capable of 
working--is an economic responsibility which must be undertaken by the house- 
hold. This is a responsibility which society will not be able to assume 
fully for a long time. Since members of the household have the duty of 
raising up the new generation and caring for the old, obviously they should 
also have the reciprocal right to inherit property bequeathed to them. 
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Furthermore, protection of a citizen's rights in accordance with the law also 
helps to promote hard work and thrift, accumulation of savings, construction 
and maintenance of rural privately-owned housing, efforts to acquire over- 
seas investments and remittances, and so forth, 


Our country's system of inheritance serves the people's livelihood, the 
economic base and the development of production as mentioned above. Some 
comrades focus only on the undesirable practice of a minority of people who 
are contesting the bequeathed properties and on the passive influence on 

the children through the receipt of inordinately large bequeathals. Thus, 
they neglect the positive significance of protecting the citizen's rights of 
inheritance and even propose that there be no legal stipulations on the rights 
of inheritance. This way of dealing with the problem is neither thorough 

nor realistic. The undesirable practice of a minority of people contesting 
bequeathed properties does exist but this has been created by the influence 
of the exploiting classes. It is not an inherent product of our system of 
inheritance. Bequeathals vastly in excess of the needs of the heirs are 
extremely rare in our society. The negative influence can be totally pre- 
vented as long as the bequeathers and the heirs themselves can properly 
handle this matter. As far as the majority of people are concerned, the 
inheritance of property is a supplementary means of satisfying their material 
needs, The inheritance of housing in rural areas is a clear example. How 
can we conceivably divorce ourselves from the actual conditions of millions 
of people, from the economic conditions in our society, and talk glibly about 
the question of doing away with the rights of inheritance? The only correct 
attitude and methods in resolving this dilemma are to acknowledge and pro- 
tect the rights of inheritance, perfect the legal setup dealing with this 
aspect of the matter, strengthen ideological education and help the broad 
masses exercise their rights properly. 


In our country there are two types of inheritance stipulated by law and 
policy, namely statutory inheritance and inheritance bequeathed in a will. 


interstate property is inherited by the relatives designated by law. This 
is known as statutory inheritance. Article 12 of our country's marriage law 
stipulates that “husband and wife have mutual rights to inherit each other's 
property.’ Article 14 stipulates that "parents and children have mutual 
rights to inherit each other's property." 


As far as the state's present policy is concerned, in settling rights of 
inheritance, relatives entitled to become statutory heirs in addition to 
spouse, children and parents also include grandchildren, brothers and sisters 
and grandparents. If children who would be the heirs die first, the grand- 
children are entitled to inherit the property bequeathed by their grand- 
parents in place of their parents. This special condition is known as 
inheritance by substitution, 


In the event that the bequeather dies, there is a sequence to the succession 
beginning from close relatives through to more distant ones. By no means 
can all relatives who are entitled to the inheritance inherit the bequeathed 
property at the same time, First in line for the inheritance are spouse, 
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children and then parents. [HK291205] Only if the bequeather dies leaving 
no spouse, children, parents, or substitution heir, or the the above- 
mentioned relatives relinquish the inheritance do the brothers, sisters and 
grandparents become eligible for the inheritance. Obviously, whether it 
falls into the category of heirs legally entitled to the inheritance or the 
sequence of succession, it must be settled in accordance with our country's 
civil law. 


As for the question of distribution of bequeathed property, in principle, all 
heirs occupying the same position in the order of succession share equal 
rights. In the event that there is more than one heir entitled to inheritance 
by substitution, their parents’ share of the inheritance is to be distribute) 
among them as a common lot. In dealing with specific cases, one ought first 
to look after she heirs who have not yet reached maturity and are not yet 
capable of working. One should next consider the heir's duties toward the 
deceased and the actual production and livelihood needs of the heir. The 
inheritance is not to be allowed if the heir ill-treated the deceased or 
deserted him. 


In an inheritance by will which differs from a statutory inheritance, the 
bequeathed property is to be dealt with according to the will of the deceased. 
A person can use his will to designate one or more of the statutory heirs 

to inherit a part or all of his property. He can also donate the bequeathed 
property to the state, a collective, or any other person not specified as a 
statutory heir. Any portion of the bequeathed property not clearly accounted 
for by the will is to be dealt as statutory inheritance. 


Of course, since the will can supersede procedures laid down by statutory 
inheritance, it must be genuine and specific and made on a person's own 
volition. Otherwise it cannot constitute the basis for handling an inheritance. 
Generally speaking, to avoid any possible dispute when the will is carried 
out, it is best to adopt a written form for the will. If it is to be verbal, 
there should be witnesses present. Furthermore, the will should not contra- 
vene law, set policies or the public interest, and should not encroach upon 
the hereditary rights of statutory heirs who have not yet come of age, are 
incapable of working or are destitute. Heirs do not only inherit rights of 
ownership, but also inherit the rights to credits and responsibility for any 
debts encumbent on the deceased. The heirs should assume the responsibility 
of repaying the debts up to the limit of the value of the inherited property. 
If there is more than one heir then each must take responsibility for a part 
of the debt in proportion to his share of the bequeathed property. If the 
heir is not willing to accept the bequeathed property, he can relinquish the 
inheritance. Where the heir designate relinquishes his rights to the 
inheritance, it can be dealt with according to statutory inheritance. If 
there are neither statutory heirs nor heirs designated by a will or if they 
all relinquish their rights to the inheritance, the bequeathed property ought 
to be turned over to the state or a collective. In dealing with bequeathed 
property where there is no heir, any debts from the bequeathed property of 
the deceased must still be repaid. 


In cur country we have already eliminated the system of private ownership 
and class exploitation. The insuperable contradictions associated with the 
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old society with regard to the question of inheritance no longer exist. But 
we should still remember that the ideology of the exploiting class, old 
habits and practices still have a definite influence on this matter. For 
example, some people suggest that a larger share of the bequeathed property 
be given to the senior members of the family in comparison to the younger 
brothers and sisters. Some people believe that men should take precedence 
over women and want to encroach on the women's rights of inheritance. Some. 
people who are not originally statutory heirs seize the opportunity to take 
charge of the funeral arrangements in an attempt to lay their hands on the 
bequeathed property. While failing to meet ‘heir responsibilities of looking 
after the deceased when he was alive, some people go to considerable lengths 
to dredge up evidence to get a share. Some people stop at nothing to 
appropriate the bequeathed property by any means and then go on a big spend- 
ing spree. All these are manifestations of a feudal and capitalist outlook 
toward the problem of inheritance. Therefore, we must definitely intensify 
education and oppose the unhealthy trends surrounding the issue of inheritance. 
We should deal with the contradictions surrounding inheritance through 
democratic consultations and find appropriate solutions. The people involved 
must resolutely abide by arbitration reached in the law courts or legal 
judgments pronounced by the court.

QINGHAI MONASTERY CELEBRATES LANTERN FESTIVAL

[Text] Xining, 3 Mar (XINHUA)--A five-day lantern festival has just ended 
at the Gumbum (Ta-er) Monastery in Huangzhong County, Qinghai Province, 
the largest monastery in the province. 


The lantern festival which falls during the first full moon of the lunar 
new year has been traditionally celebrated on the Qinghai plateau for cen- 
turies. Observation of the festival was stopped for more than ten ars 
during the Cultural Revolution. 


This year the lantern festival attracted some 300,000 Tibetans, Mongolians 
and people of other minority nationalities from Huangzhong and neighbouring 
counties. Some came from as far away as Tibet, Gansu Province, Inner Mon- 
golia and Sichuan Province. 


A festival fair was held at which a brisk trade was done. Religious be- 
lievers to the monastery observed religious proceedings. Other activities 
included watching local art performances and admiring a unique Tibetan 
contribution to the festival--butter sculptures. A huge sculpture depicting 
the entry into Tibet of the Han Princess Wencheng during the Tang Dynasty 
won the widest attentiun. In A.D. 641, the 32d King of Tibet, Sron-Tsan 
Gampo, married Princess Wencheng. The sculpture, ten metres long and three 
metres high, portrayed a series of events centering on the unity between 
the Tibetan and Han people 1,300 years ago. It included 230 figures, 25 
horses and camels, palaces, mountains and rivers. The sculpture weighed 
some 700 kilograms. 


The Gumbum Monastery was the birthplace of the Venerable Tson-Kha-Pa, founder 
Yellow Sect of Buddhism in Tibet. He was the first to make a butter sculp- 
ture which he placed before the monastery's statue of Sakyamuni, founder of 
Buddhism. Following this, butter-sculpture making became widespread with 

the Gumbum Monastery as the chief centre.

[Text] Beijing, Mar (XINHUA)--Some 30,000 primary and middle school students 


gave the capital a treat today in the form of a massive civic consciousness 
campaign. They turned out to sweep the streets, clean shop windows, help 
passengers, and publicize hygiene and traffic rules in a "Do a Good Deed" 
campaign after the style set by Lei Feng, the army hero. 


The Municipal Communist Youth League set aside today as a day "To Learn From 
Lei Feng."’ On 5 March 1963, Chairman Mao called on the nation to learn from 
this young armyman who bravely protected the people, defended the national 
interests and assisted his comrades. Lei Feng died on duty at the age of 

22 in 1962. He became a symbol of revolutionary spirit for the army as well 
as for the country's youth. 


With young pioneers' flags flying in the spring breeze, children in red 
scarves worked in earnest at the Beijing Railway Station this afternoon. 
They helped passengers carry their baggage, assisted the aged and sick, and 
cleaned the waiting rooms. When asked their names, they would not say them, 
which was how Lei Feng avoided being thanked. At the main bus stops and in 
shipping centres, older children polished shop windows, explained traffic 
regulations, and assisted the police in keeping order. 

“What a pleasant sight," an elderly man on a bus smiled. “How good it would 
be if all youngsters behaved like this." Obviously very pleased, shop 
assistants fetched the children drinking water. A fifth-grade teacher at 
the Wangfujing primary school told XINHUA: "Lei Feng's spirit teaches our 
children to love labour and love the people. I believe this spirit is now 
being revived." The school had just received eleven letters praising its 
pupils for their good deeds, she said. 


Despite the damage done by the gang of four, the Lei Feng spirit has con- 
tinued to live on in the hearts of the people in past years. The pupils 

of Shuangshi primary school, for instance, have kept up a regular corre- 
spodence with the Lei Feng squad since 1973. The children and the soldiers 
have become close friends. 





At the end of 1978, the Municipal Communist Youth League suggested a revival 
of learning from Lei Feng's spirit among Beijing schoolchildren. Forums

Ma Lianliang was of the Hui nationality, a Chinese minority nationality that 
is predominantly Moslem. He was born in Beijing and during his childhood 
showed a great talent for traditional opera. At the age of ten, after only 
one year of training he began to perform onstage, the start of a stage 
career covering more than 50 years. 


During his performances Ma Lianliang could combine singing, chanting, act- 
ing and dancing and enhance them with his own vivid personality and natural 
elegance. His singing was smooth and his chanting full of musical and 
artistic appeal. 


Ma Lianliang became a friend of the Western master of comedy Charlie Chaplin 
in the 1930's. Ma Chun'en, a son of Ma Lianliang, said: "In 1936 when my 

father was performing in Shanghai, Chaplin and his wife were passing through 
there. They asked the Beijing opera master Mei Lanfang to contact my father 


and arrange a meeting. My father happily consented. On the evening after

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the performance Chaplin and his wife went up to the stage to congratulate 
my father and express their thanks. They chatted for a long time and posed 
for pictures together."

[Text] The theatrical performances sponsored by the Ministry for Culture 
and dedicated to the 30th anniversary of the founding of the PRC triumphant- 
ly ended on 9 February after lasting for 1 year. In 18 rounds, 127 theater 
troupes (including central ones), which were recommended and selected by 
various provinces, municipalities, autonomous regions, PLA units and depart- 
ments of industry and mines and affiliated organizations, staged 137 
theatrical performances in Beijing, including 61 plays, 30 traditional 
operas, 16 musical dances, 7 dance dramas, 12 dramas, } song and dance 
dramas, 3 Quyi ballads, 2 acrobatic performances, 1 puppet show and 2 variety 
concerts. More than 90 percent of the above-mentioned performances were 
created and collected or revised since the smashing of the "gang of four." 
In addition, more than half reflected real life. Compared with previous 
ones, the present performances were more varied and colorful in quantity, 
quality, themes, forms, styles, designs, vividness and in the range and 

depth of reflecting life. They were works of new creation and artistic 
breakthrough. In this gathering, each and every type of drama vied with 
each other, with the special skills of various artistic schools and artists 
being restored and promoted. The results of these distinguished perfor- 
mances were gratifying. It is suitable to say that they were outstanding 
examples of our stage craft and theatrical performances during the past 

} years since the fall of the “gang of four." The distinguished gathering 
was a review, contest and appraisal of various artistic forms. All these 
have shown that theatrical art in our country is now entering a new stage. 


The new themes of singing the praises of revolutionaries of the older genera- 
tion, exposing and criticizing the “gang of four" and reflecting the social- 
ist modernization were the main contents of these theatrical performances. 


Following the performances in the first 10 rounds, there were more plays 
and dramas which created the artistic images of veteran revolutionaries 
and praised their great contributions. These included: "Return to the

Plays and dramas which praised the magnificent efforts of the 
Chinese people to march toward the four modernizations and subtly delineat- 
ed new contradictions, new problems and new life arising in the new period 
were more successful than the performances staged in the first 10 rounds. 
Their results were encouraging. These theatrical works were: "A Flower 
That Ushered in the Spring" which criticized the enlargement of class 
struggle and tne reactionary theory of family lineage; "The Future Is 
Calling,” "March On and On," "Hold Up Your Veil," "In the New Life," "Here 
Is the Way to the Cloud Top" and so forth which depicted how people in all 
fields, encouraged by the campaign of the emancipation of the mind, have 
cleared away obstacles and marcnved heroically toward the goal of the four 
modernizations; "Power and Law'' which brought up the problem of the neces-

The Beijing 
Opera "A Packet of Honey" and the Sichuan Opera “Repair It or Not?" which re- 
pudiated unhealthy tendencies and the Han Opera "Moldy Bank Notes" which 
exposed the whole story of a framed case blazed new trails in how traditional 
operas should reflect real life. The heroic deeds of our fighters in the 
self-defensive war along the Sino-Vietnamese border were also expeditiously 
depicted in one-act plays such as "Battle in a Mountain Valley" "Mother" 

and "Under the Fortress Mountain."' The audiences showed great interest and 
highly appreciated plays witts international themes, such as "Blood and 

Tears of Cherries," "Jianzhen's Travel to the East" and "A Legend of Chinatown" 
which praised the friend!, relations between the Chinese people and the 
people of foreign countries and described the affection of overseas Chinese 
for their motherland with stirring plots and novel artistic skills. In 
addition, there were a number of new works with revolutionary themes, such 
as "Bethune" which sang the praises of the great international fighter; 
"Frosty Sky and the Reveille’ which rehabilitated the literary and art move- 
ment led by the left-wing association and created the artistic image of 

Lu Xun, a forerunner of the new cultural revolution in China; “Hot Blood"

the Beijing Opera "Sima Qian" and so forth. All these theatrical works 

with unique national artistic styles, which reflected the life and struggles 
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of the people in ancient time and historical figures, have added magnificent 
splendor to our theatrical art. 


(HKO41305]) A great many heroic images and profound and novel ideological 
themes have appeared in our stage as the number of rich and varied plays 
and operas has increased, The magnificent, epic and arduous struggle of 
the Chinese people led by the party, especially important historical events 
which made up the course of struggle, such as the spreading of Marxism in 
our country, the rising of peasant movements, the autumn harvest uprising, 
joining forces at Jinggang Mountain, the "August First" Nanchang uprising, 
the great long march, guerrilla wars in the southern part of Jiangxi 
Province, the Xian incident, the incident of southern Anhui, the eastward 
march of the New Fourth Army, socialist revolution and construction and the 
people's struggle against the counterrevolutionary conspiratorial clique of 
Lin Biao and the "gang of four"...were directly and positively reproduced 
in artistic forms on our stage.

Stanislavskiy and Brecht as well as the performing and directing methods 

of our traditional operas were gradually blended in our theatrical art. 
Such a great breakthrough and magnificent achievement of our theatrical 

art in terms of the exploration and expression of the themes and materials 
and the creation of figures and forms of artistic expression incomparably 
exceeded what we had achieved in any year in the past 30 years since the 
founding of new China. 





The party's policy for literature and art and the emancipation of the mind 
campaign are the decisive factors that have promoted and made our theatrical 
art prosperous. Without destroying the cultural autocracy of the "gang of 
four" and opening the extensive and profound discussion of the truth 
criterion, reiterating the party's "double hundred" principle and the imple- 
mentation of a series of policies for art and literature, it would have been 
impossible to rapidly restore and develop our performing art marked with

(HKO41310] The great successes of our theatrical performances showed the 
acute political sense of responsibility of our playwrights and artists, 
their tireless efforts for ideological and artistic exploration and their 
creative spirit. Faced with a series of changes in political, economic and 
ideological fields of the new period, they adhered to an ideological line 
of seeking truth from facts. They dared to look life in the face, employ 
creative methods of realism, bring the militant role and social function of 
revolutionary literature 9nd art into full play, assist tiie growth of newborn 
things and eliminate various obstacles hindering the march of history. We 
have also noted that playwrights who criticized and exposed the "gang of 
four" and wrote theatrical works with the theme of the four modernizaticns 
did not remain at the level of merely showing their scars and pouring out 
grievances. On the contrary, they did everything possible to analyze the 
historical roots for such historical disasters and their adverse influence 
over the four modernizations. They described things happening among the 
people and inside the party and exposed evils and various difficulties. In 
the meantime, they also expressed the will, determination and power of the 
party and people to overcome difficulties, eliminate obstacles, wipe out 
pernicious influence and abolish evils of the time. They depicted certain 
dark sides and passive aspects of distressing things and raised some acute 
problems that should be dealt with immediately.

The history of the develop- 
ment of traditional opera has shown that incessant reforms and new trails 
through describing new life and new thinking are the basic way to endow 
traditional opera with new life. Due to the sabotage of the "gang of four" 
and the restrictions of the opera itself, we will encounter still more 
difficulties in creating a great number ot high-quality traditional operas 


with contemporary ..emes. Those who are resolved to devote themselves to 
traditional opera suffer setbacks, and the results of their work will 
probably be unfai - evencoolly treated. Therefore, it is an imminent 
task of the conceni. ultural departments to adopt effective measures and 


take down-to-earth steps to insure a correct guidance and encourage the 
enthusiasm of our traditional opera workers. 


Due to insufficiency of time and the restrictions of other conditions, many 
performances from various parts of our country were not yet staged at this 
gathering. However, the success of these theatrical performances this time 
has indicated a glorious future for our theatrical art.
